The Montreal Witness recently 
contained a cartoon which  yery 
well portrays the hardship the riders 
‘n that city have to bear, A _ rider 
is shown burdened down with fines for 
using Inmps and frightening horses, 
fines for not using lamps, civic tax for 
use of disgraceful roads and perforated 
asphalt, fines for going too fest, and toll 
for the excitemenr of being run dowa by 
festive dinners. It also suggest; that the 
next tax will ve for using Montreal air to 
fill the tires. Tho average Montreal cyclist 
cannotbuya wheel because of being unableto 
pay the taxes, ‘Tho wheel-people of Be'le- 
ville are not quite as badly off as their 
Montreal brethren, bait thore is a great 
deal of room for improvement in both cities. 
The Council, if not recognizing wheel-riders 
in legislation, might recognize them in the 
matter of constructing some sort of roads 
that can bo ridden over with some degree 
of comfort.

HOUSE PROCEBVINGS. 


The Preferentint Clause Took Up Another 
Doy —Mr. MeNelil’s Amendment 
Voted Down. 


Ottawa, June 1.—(Speciah)—At the 
opening of the House this afternoon Mr. 
Davis (Saskatchewan) expressed his 
egret that exaggerated reports of the 
trouble in che Northwest had been pub- 
lished in the newspapers. He thought 
they were calculated to create a bad im- 
wession in the country and to preyent 
ratty He suid the report that 
the half-breeds were unwilling to lend 
assistance to the Mounted Police was 
absolutely untrue, 80 half-breeds from 
Batoche aityitin joined the police to help 
capture Almighty Voice. He appealec 
to the Government to assiat the widow 
of Mr. Grundy, who was killed by the 
Indians. Deceased has left a large 
fumily of children, i 

Col, Prior said that smelting men in’ 
British Columbia had communicated 
with him to ask how it was that ef 
fect was not given to the act passed by 
the Dominion last year to encourage ail- 
ver lead mining. On the strength of the 
Government bonus capitalists had been 
induced to put money into these com- 
panies ,but up to the present time no 
action had been taken by the Govern- 
ment on the bill. He asked whether It 
was the Intention of the Government to 
give effect to the measure. _ 

Sir Richard Cartwright said regula- 
tions had been framed, but had not yet 
been passed. In addition the question 
hod arisen us to construction of the 
act, and this was now before the De- 
partment of Justice, As soon as the 
messure of public business became ens- 
ler enon call un mecting of the 
‘Trensury Board to pass the reguli- 
tions. 

The House went agafn into Commit 
mittee of Ways and Means on the tar- 
if. Dr, Sproule resumed discussion of 
the reciprocal clause. He contended 
that no reciprocal arrangements had 
heen made with any country without 
the assent of Parliament, and quoted 
writers on infrs. cal law to justity 
this argument, 

Mr. Clancy pointed out that a tariff 
diticulty might arise in determining 
what goods were really British, and en- 
titled to the reduced rate of duties, He 
usked what steps were being taken to 
identify British goods, 

Mr. Fielding said that no doubt at 
the beginning there might be some difl- 
enity in identifying the products of 
Great Britain, but after a while the 
regulations would be of such a character 
that the diMculty would be minimized 
or largely avoided. Goods manufietur- 
ed abroad, passing through WBngland, 
would be in some way identified, so 
that the true intent and meaning of 
the clause could be carried out as re- 
spects these goods, without odmitting 
foreign products by mistake. The Fi- 
nance Minister did not think the Goy- 
ernment should withdraw from the im- 
portant step it had taken in the mat- 
ter of imperial trade, merely because 
custom house difficulties were appre- 
hended, 

After remarks by Messrs, Crafg and 
Bell (Addington), the amendment pro- 
posing Parliamentary assent to any pre- 
ferential arrangement with countries 
other than England was lost on a divi- 
gion.

getting preferential trade for the col- 
onies in the markets of Wngland us 
ogninat the outaide world. He naked 
whether the Government are or are not 
in favor of preferential trade with the 
Mother Conntry in the sense of giving 
her better terms in our markets than we 
necoml to other countries, all 
otherwise being equal. 

Mr. Fielding, in reply, sald the best 
answer he conld give was that that was 
exactly what the Government was doing 
at the present moment, It would de- 
pend on Her Majesty's Government 
whether Canndu was to give a prefer- 
ence to British goods or not, but so far 
nse the Government was coneerned they 
were anxious to have preferential trade 
with the Mother Country, and they had 
it nt this moment. 

Mr. MeNoill then moved the followirg 
an endment: 

That in the opinion of this House 
it is advisable that a customs ar

‘Chat, while it re- 
girds a reduction of 25 per cent, 
Without any compensating advan- 
tages in the markets of the United 
Kingdom as greater that the jndus- 
tries of Canada can at present safte- 
ly endure, yet, as an initial step in 
the direction of commercial union of 
the Empire, and in recognition of 
the many benefits conferred upon 
Canada, this House will make an ap- 

reciible and unconditional reduction 
nb duties which it levies on goods, 
the produce of the United Kingdom 
only, 50 soon as the Government and 

Parliament of the United Kingdom 

are prepared to take advantage of 

such reduction. 

The disctission was

Mr, Osler said, lest his silence might 
be misunderstood, he desired to address 
few words to the House on this sub- 
ject. He wanted to give the Govern- 
ment cwedit whenever he could, and in 
regard to their trade resolutions he 
would assume that Y were going te 
give preferential trade to Great Britain.

He believed that 
was their original intention when they 
brought down their resolution, Byident- 
ly they had been mistaken, and he would 
like to see them, as men, admit the 
fact and to say that they would give 
only Great Britain and her colonies 
preferences in our markets, Le was 
n National Policy man first and fore- 
most. He believed the National Policy 
had done great things for Canada, and 
in five or six years of depression had 
enabled this country to nold her own, 
[Oheers.] At the same time he be- 
lieved in a preferential trade policy that 
would bind all parts of the Bmpire 
fogether, as against the 
world. He was entirely opposed to a 
system which would give to foreign 
countries preferences in our markets, 
Holding these views, and believing them 
fo be embodied in Mr. MeNeill’s amend- 
ment, he proposed to support it. 

The amendment was then negatived 
by 67 to 83, and the original 
apopted on the same division reversed, 

The committee then rose, 

Mr. Foster was informed that the 
tariff would be proceeded with to-mor- 
row after the address to the Queen had 
been disposed of. He remarked, na 
the House was about to adjourn, that 
business would be facilitated if the 
Government dropped resolution 17, the 
antl-combines clause, 

Sir Richard Cartwright: The hon. gen- 
tleman must not indulge in any idle 
hopes. § 

The House adjourned at 12,15 a.m.

ery blessing in what remains to you 

of this life, and with everlasting 
felicity In the life to come, 

When the applause which greeted the 
reading of the address had subsided, Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell rose to sevond the mo- 
tion for the adoption of the address. He 
said that, in common with the Minister 
of Justice and others present, he had 
been privileged to live through the long 
period of the Queen's reign, und was, 
therefore, a witness to all the memor- 
able events which the people of Can- 
ada were now called upon to commemor- 
ate. ‘There was a somewhat pathetle 
element in the celebration, inasmuch as 
in the ordinary course of things we 
were compelled to contemplate the close, 
after 60 years of rule, of one of the 
most memorable and beyond all the most 
beneficent reigns in our history. It was 
the bonst of one of the Roman HWmper- 
ors that he found Rome brick and left 
it marble. Queen Victorian might justly 
boast that she found her Buipire com- 
paratively weak, and would leave It 
widespread and strong beyond even the 
dreams of any Roman Emperor, It 
would be gross flattery to attribute the 
progress and greatness of the Mmpire 
exclusively to the Queen's abilities, but 
it could be fairly claimed for Her Ma- 
jesty that she has been one of the hura- 
est laborers in the cause of adyancing 
British civilization, She utilized the 
genius and reconciled the jenlousios of 
statesmen. The Queen's authority was 
heyer used to postpone or prevent the 
accomplisiment of any project whieh 
was for the good of her people or the 
upbuilding of her Bmpire, Dvery public 
man was aware of whe evyer-olive and 
present powers of the Crown. The 
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reigns of George Third, George Fourth | 


and William Fourth showed in many 
wiys how the personality of the ruler 
was reflected in the national life of the 
monarchy, especially when that ruler 
was personally opposed to mensures of 
reform and progress. Queen Victoria 
never stood in the way, but with the 
general opinion of the country consider- 
ed the path of progress. ‘The Queen 
has indecd been o great stateswoman, 
possessing all the qualities of u wise and 
sagacious ruler. He would not vo over 
the ground so well covered by the Min 
ister of Justice in tracing the wonderful 
progress made during the Victorian era 
throughout the HWimpire, but he desired 
to recall the fact that at the commence 
ment of Her Majesty's reign Canada 
wus in the throes of u disastrous rebel 
lion. Now, the contingent which will 
represemt Oanunda at the Jubilee will 
represent one of the most loyal portions 
of the Empire, Few could forget that 
at a Inter period Indin wna ablaze with 
revolt. To-day the contingent from In 
dia will represent the vastest populition 
of loyal people that any monarch ever 
ruled.

of the relatives of the decenscd. In thi 
purty were: Mrs, Molson, widow of de- 
coused; Miss Hill, H. Archibald, I. &. 
Archibald, If. W. Molson and HH, Mark- 
land Molson On arrival the case on 
closing the casket und remains was’ en 
trusted to the care of Lewis Joncas & 
Sons, undertiukers of La Grande-strect, 
Mrs, Molson und friends proceeded to 
the Ilote] Brunswick, and at 11 o'clock 
benissembled at the Union Station, aud 
the cusket buving been tranaferred to a 
hearse, the cortege set out for the cen 
tery. This is situated in a lovely spot, 
some ten milos from the centre of the 
cily, in a rolling, miturally-wooded

The little steam eugine in the rear 
fipartment was in operation, the great 


flues in the stack were heated, and eyery- 
thing in readiness for the cremation. At 
the door stood on plain black catafalque 
on castors, The casket in which the re- 
mins had been brought.from Montreal 
Was it once taken out of the severely 
ain hearse und placed on top of the 
itthe black-draped bier, which was 
wheeled over to the door of the retort 
nearest the door of the crematory. 

A little group of sorrowing friends fol- 
lowed. They found themselves in a 
severely neat little apartment, say 15 
by 30 feet, 15 feet high, tiled floor and 
tinted walls, The sm was shining 
through the open windows and gave a 
bright appearance while the chorus of 
the song birds without and the perfume 
of spring flowers pervading the whole 
place formed a marked contrast to the 
grief of the mourners assembled in the 
little apartment. 

The breast plate having been removed 
by the undertakers’ assistant to be later 
on affixed to a receptacle containing the 
ashes of the deceased, the casket was 
quietly rolled into the retort, the rela- 
tives taking the last look as the massive 
door closing the entrance was drawn 
down. 

The retort is practically a long, arched 
fire-brick chamber, just large enough to 
accommodate a casket. In the case of 
Mr. Molkon’s remains the process occupi- 
ed little more than an hour, after which 
the jets were turned off and the ashes 
and retort, which by this time was heut- 
ed to a perfect white glow, were left to 
cool off. 

The ashes will be placed in a plain 
copper cylinder of about a quart capa- 
city and taken back by the sorrowing 
friends to Montreal to-night or to-mor-

Mining Notes. 

Our Madce correspondent writes : There 
have been a good many sales—by way of 
oj, tions— of mineral lands in the neighbor- 
hood of che village of Queensboro, the 
lands being geaerally in the Township of 
Madoc near there. Several thousands of 
dollars have been paid to owners for the 
options to cover seyeral months. Jt is 
stated some very fine samples of gold bear- 
ing quartz have Leon fourd on some of the 
lots. Thore is a strong feeling of anxiety 
Ax to ACTUAL results at Deloro. There are 
& great many explorers out, gonorally on 
their own account. ‘Time alone will tell 
the results, 


The tariff, with the reduction on the 
duties of American ores, is killing tho 
shipping of Hamilton ores from Madoc to 
the Hamilton iron smelter. They claim 
that now they can get ores from Marquette 
for bbc freight per ton, while from Madoc 
it costs $1.10 and with the duties off, the 
outside cost for high grade iron ore is less 
than a lower grade from here. Here they 
have iucreased the bonus on pig iron from 
Canadian ores, but the reduction elsewhere 
on pig iron more than makes the differénce. 
It is very diflicu’t to understand why this 
action has been taken. Is itin the inter 
est, or by the pressure of some influential 
political finde who are personally inter- 
ested, as surmised by some? This would 
be like getting on in the Yankeo line—in 
turning out office holders, ‘* T'o the victor 
belongs ‘he spvils.” 

Decisions as to rights in mining lands at 
the Crown Lands Department have been 
creating some criticism. One case has 
cropped up that is somewhat interesting 
outside the ownership. Affidavits are 
filed by both sides and claims set forth, 
and the decision hangs in the balan: 
when the happy thought ot getting veri’ -- 
cates of character for parties on the ore 
side occurs to théir solicitor, for the afli- 
davits on the one side are denied by the 
other. A list of names are got, made up 


of men who have «> \iterests to serve, 
only to be frieidly, and, like tho 
petitition asking for a prominent 


man to be hung, is numerously signed and 
no pertinent questions asked, And now 
the other side are demanding a like cer- 
tificate, very much to.the discomfort of the 
signers of the first petition. Certificates of 
character are so casily got now-a-days, even 
from clergymen and leading men, os that 
inthe public estimation they have but 
ittle value.

“The Parliamont of Canada” was re- 
sponded to by Messrs. Corby, Northrup 
and Hudson, 

Mr. Corby was delighted to be present 
with tho Veterans to-night. He was nota 
Veteran of 66, but that was not bis fault. 
He ran away from Rockwood Academy and 
tried to onlixt, but was too young and 
they wouldn't take him. He thought the 
Veterans should be recognized by the Brit- 
ish Parliament. He thought the Govern- 
ment should look aftor the Votorans when 
any ot them were in want. Mr. Corby's 
spocch was characteristic of himself; it 
was overflowing with charity and goci 
He was in the cold ehades of 
opposition now, but what little he could 
do for the Veterans he would. No menon 
earth wore braver and truer than the 
Volunteers of Canada. He was not so 
strong a Tory that he thought of politics 
before his country. If the present Goy- 
ernment brought good times he was. satis- 
fied to let them remain in power. Our 
Premier was going home as a guest of the 


Queen and we were proud of him. We in 
Oanada may diff-r in politics, but we are 
all true to tho interests of our great 


Dominion und to the Mother Country 
Mr. Corby fat down amidst great applause. 

Mr. W. B. Northrup followed in an 
eloquent and characteristic speech. We 
all remembered when the call to arms rang 
out in ’66. You were in arms then, gentle- 
mon, and so was TI, (Loud laughter.) He 
formed ono of a home guard at that timo. 
There were many distinguished officers. 
His father came home one day in 66 with 
agunand night after night patrolled the 
town. Another home guard was formed 
twelve yours ago. Mr. Northrup's spoech 
was full of isms; pootry and losal 
hits came swiftly one after the other and a 
vorbatim report of it would make splendid

of the 15th; Battalion. Sons of Veterans 
made the best soldiers, Oanada should 
have a long service medal as woll as a 
Veteran's medal. Tt would be a stimulus 
for the future. The soldiers of '85 were 
recognized ; why should not the Veterans 
of '66 and '37 bo? The mothers, wives and 
Sweothearts wero deserving of credit as 
well as those who went to fight. He rer 1 
oxtracts from the old order book which 
were received with tumultuous applause. 
The extracts comprised the marching 
ordors of the Belleyille Militia at that time 
and details for guard duty at the front. 
It was the consensus of American opinion 
that there was a European combine 
against Britain, but the American papers, 
in burning words, let it be understood that 
never would the Amcricans tolerate it. He 
closed with » couplet from **The Old Bri- 
gade,” which was singularly appropriate. 
Capt. Parker was called on, and in a 
quiet way, and with considerable drollery, 


thanked tho Veterans for his warm 
welcome. He gave his early remin- 
iscences in an incomparable way, 


and related how he was, at one time, 
ordered to draw his sword and go and 
capture thirteen rebels. He rode boldly 
up to them and spoke to them in their own 
language—French. He had learned 
French at Quebec, and it had saved his 
life at the battle of St. Charles. ‘The 
thirteen rebels surrendered when he spoke 
to them, and he marched them down to 
the British lines. He was here to night, 
hearty and well, thank God, at 91, and he 
was glad to be among comrades. 


At this stage of the proceedings the 
Chairman handed over his office to the 
Vice, and Mayor Johnson made a brilliant 
address. He paid a high compliment to 
Mr. Parkor, as the fathor of the most 
distinguished Canadian to-day, Mr. Gilbert 
Parker. Ho thanked the oilicers of the 
15th for their invitation co him to accom- 
pany them to Kingston. He was proud of 
them at Kingston, and was glad to say 
that the sitizens of Kingston wore proud 
of them too, When in church with the 
military at Kingston ho folt that no foreiga 
foe could hope to conquer any part of 
Canada. It was a pleasure to him when 
at Ottawa to see the respect in which 
Mr. Corby was held by both parties 
alike. Sir Richard Cartwright had given 
them every reason to bo satisfied, and he 
reiterated the statements of Mr. Uorby, 
M.P. Hecould say to all old veterans 
that they could safely expect their medals 
this year. Ho paid a high compliment to 
the Royal Military College at Kingston, 
and mentioned Dr, Farley as being relat- 
ed to a gallant graduate. He had seen in 
the Military College a map of the British 
possessions and it had thrilled him to see 
the immense terntories which owed al- 
legiance to Queen Victoria. He hop 1 to 
see that map in every schotlhouse in 
Cavada. Mayor Johnson's speech glowed 
with patrio ism and thrilled his hearers to 
the core, He closed a brilliant and im- 
passioned speech by proposing 

‘The Days of '66,” responded to by 
Mr. Wim, Johnson, who said we had hoped 
to spend this evening largely in reminis- 
conces of the past, but had no idea thatthe 
addresses would be so long or so eloquent. 
History was repeating itself to-night in 
this ontertainment. ‘Thirty-one years ago, 
at this hour, the Vetersns were stirring, 
only they were getting ready for action ; 
now they were talking of it. He once more 
tendered the thanks of the Veterans to the 
15th Battalion. He instanced the case of 
two of the Veterans who had suffered last- 
ing physical jacapacity from the effects of 
the campaign of '66—Messrs. McGe> and 
Woodley. He recalled vividly the days of 
those times, and in splendid and patriotic 
bls told of the sacrifices made by the 

‘eterans for their homes and country. 
Canada owed the events of '66 the brilliant 
confederation which she had to-day. He 
hoped that the results of these reunions 
would bo to inculcate in the hearts of the 
rising generation the love of the British 
flag. We should tesch our boys and girls 
that the greatest flag in the world was the 
Union Jack. 

Mr, Irvine Diamond also replied to the 
toast, and ina pithy speech recalled the 
brave days of old. His fathor 
before him had been on duty 
in 1812 and 1837 and why should not his 
sons haye turned out in '667 He remem- 
bered when he and his comrades had drill- 
od with wooden guns and swords, for lack 
of better. He closed by repeating the 
thanks of the former speakor to tho Ldth 
Battalion. 

Mr. John MeFoo also spoke briefly. He

See that your fowls have everything 
to promote hel), nothing that will 
hurt or destroy, Vermin stiould not be 
Allowed to enter the fowl's house ; but, 
should they get in, the best thing ‘to do 
is to pull off your coat and get to work. 
Thoroughly clenn and whitewash the 
house and nests and kerosene the roosts. 
Sitting hens are n great prey to lice, 
Put clean, broken straw in the nest. 
Take the hen by the legs, breast on the 
floor, and rub sulphur through the fea- 
thers nnd let her sit for 24 hours be- 
fore placing the eggs. A day or so be 
fore the chickens are duc use a good in- 
sect powder the same way the sulphur 
Was put on. Have a dust bath handy 
and the hen will do the rest. When the 
chicks are hatched look for vermin on 
bar heads. If any, rub a small quan- 
tity of any kind of greuse where you sec 
them, Do not take the nen and newly- 
hatched chicks out of the nest at once, 
bat let them brood for a couple of days. 
Weed the hen—the chicks don't need any- 
thing.

Katsed tm the Urilish Commonus-Mr, Bal- 
feur Was Keassering. 

London, June 8,—Sir Charles Ditke, 
advanced Liberal member for the For- 
est division of Gloucestershire, raised 
the Cretan question in the House of 
Commons to-day by questioniug the Gov- 
ernmeat on the subject. 

Mr, A. J. Balfour, First Lerd of the

Commons to-day, Mr. John Dilton, 
chairman of the Irish Parliamentary 
party, asked if the Gevernment propos- 
ed to follow the example of all civilized 
nations, upon occasions of great nation-

A Cordial Interview 

Paris, June 3.—Senator Edward O, 
Wolcott of Colorado, the leading mem- 
ber of the United States Monetary Com- 
mission,referring to-day to the interview 
which he and his fellow commissioners, 
former Vice-President Adlai HB. Steyen- 
son of Illinois and General Charles Jack- 
son Paine of Massachusetts, had with 
President Faure, said to a representa- 
tive of the Agro ':'>? Press: “Our in- 
terview yesterday \.us of the most cor- 
dial nature. It lasted nearly an hour, 
and the conversation dealt exclusively 
with the subject which brought us as 
enyoys to France. But Il am unable at 
present to divulge the details of our con- 


versation.’ 


Armistice Officlally Announced 
Athens, June 3.—It is officially ua- 
nounced that an armistice has been 
agreed to between the Greek and Turk 
ish commanders in Thessaly and Epirus. 


Not oll Settled Wee 

Athens, June 4.—Although the urmi- 
stice bas been signed in BPpirus and 
Thessaly, a special clause stipulates that 
a meeting of the Greek and Turkish dele- 
gates shall be held to-day to settle the 
details of the armistice on the sea. If 
there should be a failure to agree in 
this matter, the whole convention will 
be yoid. 

The Turkish delegates demand that nll 
vessels under the Turkish or any neu 
tral flng shall be freely ndmitted to 
Greek ports, thus practically raising the 
blockade, and that on the const of Ma- 
ecdonia and Epirns the Greek fleet 
shall be withdrawn beyond the range of 
the guns, on Turkey's undertaking that 
neither troops nor contraband of war 
will be landed, 

The Greek Government objects 
being deprived of the right of search, 

In deference to the advice of the 
powers, however, the Onbinet will prob- 
ably yield. The armistice is to continue 
tntil the conclusion of the pence nego- 
tintions. In the event that these should 
prove nbortive, either pirty must yxive 
24 hours’ notice of an intention to re-

Brillinut Career Closed by Hemorrhage of 
the Brain — Sketch of the 
Docter's Life 


After but three hours’ illness, Dr, Freder- 
ick W. Strange died at his residence, 218 
Simcoe-street, on Saturday morning. ‘Vhe 
HOWs cane as a_great shock to a large cir- 
cle of friends, for the deccased was one of 
the most respected and best-known cltl- 
sacha, 

Deceased arose carly in the inerning, 
about 6 o'clock and commenced packing bla 
bagguge, as be had in the way of duty to 
embark that morning with “C" School en 
route for Ningura for thelr annual drill, 
This preparatory werk achieved, the uc- 
coutrenients were banded to the waiting 
expressinen, 

A few minutes later the housekecper 
heard a full against the wall and hastened 
to the room. The docter comphiined of dis- 
ainess and of a pitin In the head. He was 
not alarmed and thought it was a bilious 
atlick, He wis assisted to bed, but de- 
@ined avy medical ald, stating he would 


be ali right im a sbort time. As no Iu- 
vYement in his condition ensued Drs. 
ite, Temple and Nesbitt were sum. 


Dr. Lesslic was the first to arrive, and 
Dr, Strange died in a few minutes, nap. 
parentiy without any pain, at fen min- 
wtes after 9 o'clock, The medical men 
attributed death to failure of the heart.

THe was appointed 
coroner for the County of York. 


For many years be was prominent In 
politics, He was an early president of 
the Liberal-Conservative Association In 


North York, and sat In the Dominion Par- 
Hament, representing North York from 
1878 to 1882. In the last election he con 
tested the seat in North York with Ion.

The Committee of Scienee and Arts 
connected with the Franklin Institute, 
says The Philadelphia Record, have com- 
pleted their invesigation of the merits of 
 recently-patented metallic tubing and , 
report favorably, awarding the John | 
Scott legacy medal and premium. 

This tube consists of the helical coils, | 
one inside the other, so disposed in re- 
lation to each other that the outside coil 
closes the space ! en the conyolu- 
tious of the inside coll. The inside coil 
is originally wound perfectly close, and 
as the outside coil is wound over it, its 
eonyolutions are forced apart, the rewult- 
ing tenison effecting « close joint be- 
tween the two coils, In the samples sub- 
mitted for examination the inside coil is 
of cirenlar section, and the outer one of | 
triangular section, the base of the tri- | 
angle being on the outside and the apex 
on the inside of the coil. 

Tubes which are not required to be 
nir-tight (those, for instance, intended 
to support incandescent electric lamps) 
have the outside coil made of wire, the 
section of which is an equilateral tri 
angle, while a more obtuse vertical angle 
is used for tubes intended to conduct 
fluids or gases, so as to obtain a greater 
normal pressure on the joint. These 
tubes are designed for use as adjustable , 
supports for incandescent electric lights, 
for conducting oil or other lubricating 
fluids to drills, boring tools, etc.; for 
conducting air to blow-pfpes, ete. The | 
tubes designed for conducting fluids were 
found to be perfectly tight against leak- 
fge and well adapted for their intended 
purpose.

Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bownie—Honcr- 
able gentlemen, in ccoonding the motion 
for this address to Her Majesty, I, ' 
common with the Minister of Justico who 
bas mov dit and many othora present, 
have been privileged to live through the 
long poriod of the Quecn's rojugn and, 
thorefore, have heen a witness of all tho 
memorable avents we now desire to com- 
momorate, and to which the honorable 
mover of the eldress called attention, 
Thore is also this somewhat pathotic ele- 
mont in thia celebration, namely; That 
in the nature of things woe must contem- 
plete tho close, at a period which after 
sixiy years of rule wo sincerely hope to be 
remote, of one of tho most momorable, 
end beyond all the most benelicient, 
relgas in our history. It was the 
borat of one of the Roman emperors 
th the found the city brick and lett it 
warble. His boast was coptined to a single 
city, which, Fr tas it we7, was yet but a 
sm Il part of the Empire over which he 
ruled, Quren Vie > “4, ifin the mood for 
ho sting, might exclaim, thet she found her 
Empire comparatively: weak and will 
leave it widespread and strong boyond the 
dreams of any Roman ruler of them all. 
[t would bo gross flattery to contend that 
the proceess of the Empire to greatness was 
due to the special or exclusive exercise of 
the Queen's abilities, That progress has 
been the result of the labors of statesmen 
and soldiers, of merchants and missionar- 
ies, of manufacturers and traders, of thoso 
that go down to the sea in ships, and 
those who have felled the forests and tilled 
the fields all over the Empire. But it may 
be claimed for the Queen that she has 
heen one of the hardest laborers in the 
common cause of an advancing British 
civilization. She hes utilized the genius 
and reconciled the jealousies of statesmen. 
She has watched keenly the career and re- 
ward: 1 the labor of soldiors, She has en- 
courag: d enterprise ; and her authority has 
followed and protected the pioneer, tho 
settler, the husbandman, in every 
rogion which has been filled by 
their labors. More than this may 
be said, Is it not true that in 
along reiga of sixty yeara the Quoen’s 
name, the Queen's influence, the Queen's 
authority have never been exercised to 
postpone or prevent the uccomplishment of 
any project of law or of policy, which, in 
the opinion of her legitimate advisers, was 
for the goc 1 of her people or the strength 
ofher Empire? We must not suppose 
that the Queen's authority is small or that it 
c.nnot be exercised. No public man who 
has hel any exporicnce or has studied our 
constitution can be ignorant of the ever 
alive and ever present powers of the 
Crowa. The reiza of George IIT, was 
marked by constant personal rule and con- 
stant conflicts with Ministers. The reiga 
of George IV. was marked by the 
King’s determined hostility to measures 
which the good sense of later generations 
approved of as essential, The reign of 
Wiliam TV, was marked by the King’s 
very vigorous hostility to the popular 
demand for enlargoment of the franchise, 
which aroused bitter and dauzerous 
ill feeling among his subjects. But during 
the reign of Victoria, Her Majesty has 
novor stood in the way of what the general 
opinion of the country consider 1 the path 
of progress. Her Majeity has beep in- 
deed a great stak7woman. All the quali- 
ties which we usuu'ly attribute to a great 
statesman have been and are hers, ‘lo be 
patriotic—to be humane—to be far-seving 
—to be industrious—to have lnowlsdge, 
ceurage, convictions and faith—to be con- 
ciliatory—to be fond of peace, yet ever 
ready for war —to be prompt and yigorous 
ii defence of the maBEGhl= Honees to be 
sincere and sympathetio in rega.1 to 
national Hes bate whether at home or 
abroad—thcSe are some of the attributes of 
statesmanship, and with pride we may as- 
sert that Queen Victoria possesses them all. 
‘The leader of the Gove. iment in this House 
has already given us “1 his address a 
relation, in brief, of the great progress the 
Kimpire and the colonies have made during 
Her Majesty's reiga. It is not necessary 
that I should follow him and repeat that 
tale of material progress, so great and so 
rapid, that language and figures fail to give 
it fit utterance. There are many amongst 
us still who remember how at the com- 
mencement of Her Majesty's reiga, this 
country was in the throes of a disastrous 
rebellion. Now, the contingent which 
will represent Canada at the Jubilee Cele- 
bration will represent one of the most 
loyal portions of the Empire. There are 
still more who remember that at a later 
priod the vast region of India was ablaze 
with revolt. To-day, the contingent from 
Tadia will represent the yastest population 
uf loyal people suffering though they 
have been that any monarch ever ruled. 
There are thoso who remember that at 
the beginning of the Queen's reiga, the 
Australasian Colonies had hardly begun to 
exist. To-day they are the homes of large 
populations, vigorous, progressive and 
luyal, haying survived and surmounted the 
perils to which ambitious young nationali 
ties are exposed. We all can read, and 
many can remember, how at the commenco- 
mont of the Queen's reign she was but a 
young girl taking her place, alone, inex- 
perienced and timid, upon the throne. 
After sixty years filled with many joys and 
sorrows, Iler Majesty is once more (as sho 
‘iis been these many ye-rs) alono, but with 
i experionce, knowled¢e and wisdom 
4reyter than are po... sed by any of those 
whe may form her Government. Then, 
whe had to receive counsel and sdvico. 
Now she can confer them. Then, she 
Iepend 1 for support upon the loyal 
wsistance of statesmen and the 
loyal devotion of her people. Now, 
ric is in « position still to command 
that assistance and that devotion in an 
impler moeasuro. Sixty years of rule on- 
able her to recall with pride tho faithful- 
ness of her people. Sixty years of oxperi- 
once enable the people to recall with pride 
the royal devotion of tho'r Queen. In 
common with hon. gentlemen opposite, in 
common with all the people of this country, 
L and those with whom Lact, have peculiar 
j/leasure In giving assistance in the passing 
of this address by which we recognize aud 
commomorate the sixticth year of Her 
Majesty's glorious and heneticient reign. 
With unfoigned pleasure and devotion to 
the throne, and a sincere wish that Her 
Majesty may long bo spared to reigu over 
& happy and contented people, I now haye 
the honor to second the motion,

How the Bollands Booame Cake Makeora 


for the Royal Family. 


In one of the old buildings whieh bear 
the architectural imprint of Queen 
Anne's Ume, in Chester, Wngland, is a 
bake shop, Not an ordinary bake shop, 
for the royal arms jut out from the 
second story, und immediately ubove is 
a sign bearing the nume i follands. 
Aud the proximity of the sign to the 
royal acme is no idle commercial myth 

o eusnare new customers, 
: in the annals of the tiadestolk of 
Chester there neyer Was & wreater man 
than Richard Bolland, the original 
ewner of the bakeshop. Sixty-one yenrs 
ago the Duchess of Isont nul hee young 
daughter, the Princess Victoria, visited 
the city for the porzoes of officinily 
opening a new bridge that was to bring 
all kinds of importance and prosperity 
to the town. Of course, It war ah im 
mense cvent for Chester, and everyone 
did something to make the visit of the 
great folks memorablo. re 

Richard Bolland was ambitious, bat 
poor, and he churned his brains mightily 
to devise some attractive method of 
showing his loyal appreciution of ihe 
visit, In a happy moment he decided to 
make some small cakes of transcendent 
excellence, put them in a fnucy box nad 
present them to the young Princess. 

Huppy thought! Potent cake! Great 
Bolland! : 

The next year the little Princess, 
whose palate had been euchanted by the 
flavor of the Chester cakes, became 
Queen of England, and one of the first 
acts after her accession in 18387 was the 
appointment of Bolland as one of the 
Gasenla Warrant Holders. So much for 

e power of a box of small cakes 

How long the flavor of those cakes 
lingered in the reyal memory is shown 
by the fact that twenty-five years later, 
when the Prince of Wales wna to be 
married, Victoria gave a commission to 
Bolland to prepare the wedding cake 
for that great event. It was no ordinary 
wedding cake that Mr. Bolland produc 
ed, either, and its exhibition earned him 
such tremendous fame that every Hng- 
lish bride of wealth and prominence 
who has married since then has had the 
Chester baker prepare her wedding cake. 

Descendants of the original Bolland 
now conduct the shop, but they use the 
same recipe that proved so successful 
in the days of Victoria's childhood, and 
still bake cakes for the royal family. 

The World's Pol ce, 

An Englishman, whoxe hobby is the 
study of policemen all over the world, 
anys that the Irish constabulary and 
the civil guard of Spain are the tinest 
bodies of police in Burope, The Spanish 
civil guard was established in 1545, when 
highwaymen were numerous in Spain, 
and the d of its members is still to 
patrol the high roads and practically to 
cunard travelers, says The Chicago News. 
Their power is almost absolute, but 
they do not abuse it. They wear dark 
blue tunics and yellow belts, with knee 
breeches and old-fashioned gaiters. 

The Italian police are divided into five 
sections, the first being the carabinieri, 
who wear dark-blue tail couts, trousers 
with red bands, silver buttons and orna- 
ments, cocked hats with tri-colored cock- 
ades, gloves and swords. The Neapoli- 
tan police are especially smart in appear- 
ance, The Berlin potice were found 
riuther disappointing, for, although a fine 
body of men as regards height, they 
have a decided tendency to stoutness. 

Their methods of enforcing order are 
firm, but almost invariably polite. ‘The 

Glicamen in Vienna are great dandies, 
tussian policemen are bigger than any 
in Burope, and are compared in this re- 
spect with those of New York, but it is 
stated that the ‘Brondway squad” can 
rive inches in sige to any body of men 


n Burope. 

The Russian fo. ‘divided into three 
sections, urban, suburban and river 
Pouce: Men of the urban division wear 

lack, with yellow and red facings, those 
of the suburban section black and pur- 
ple facings, and the river police black 
with white facings. . 

The Japanese police bear the palm for 
picturesqueness, especially in their sum- 
mer costume. They wear white, with a 
sont of cape attached to their hats hang- 
ing down on therm shoulders. The Oe 
Islands are kept in order by n body «all- 
ed the “armed native constabulary.” 
Their tunics of dark-blue with scarlet 
facings, contrast strikingly wiht scal- 
loped kilts of white linen. The uniform 
of the Madras policeman consists of a 
gayly colored turban, dark jacket, white 
trousers and sandals. 


Pipes by the Million, 


The town of Rohla, in Thuringia, Is 
noted as being the locality where the 
largest proportion of German pipes are 
manufactured, and these are exported, 
it may be said, to all parts of the world, 
euys The New York Sun. The Germiun 
pipers give some remarkable data ns to 
this industry, as carried on at the Ruhla 
works, showing that for some years past 
the annual production of bowls, inde- 
pendently of stems or handles, amounts 
to 540,000 meerschaums and  neurly 
5,500,000 of imitation meerschaums; the 
total of wooden bowus produced is not 
far short of 5,000,000, while the aver- 
age number of that popular variy, the 
china pipe, attains the prodigious number 
of between 12,000,000 and 13,000,000, of 
these about 9,500,000 being of common 
parce ss and the remainder of fine ware, 

4ut in addition to these there are also 
produced some 15,000,000 of pipes made 
of other materials than those enumerat- 
ed nbove. The same manufacturers are 
engaged in turning out annually 15,000,- 
000 of pipe stems of different kinds, ulso 
millions of “accesasorics,” such as flexible 
stems, chaln., -ivppers, ete,

WHEEL-PEOPLE'S NOTES, 


A number of Huropean bicyclists recent- 
ly concluded that it was high time for 
lovers of the wheel to elect a patron saint, 
and so they atraighway began to search 
for ono. Difficult was their task, for, 
though the number of saints 18 by no 
means limited, it was not easy to find any 
saint who could reasonably be supposed 
to tako a lively interest in the spiritual 
or bodily welfare of wheelmen, Finally 
they selected two saints, St. Catherine and 
St. Germain, and the absorbing question 
to-day is, which of these two to choose.

Here is the history or legend of St. Ger- 
main: One day the inhibitants of Dieleth, 
which is a little port in Normandy, about 
twenty miles from Cherbourg, saw a man 
approaching them through the water, He 
stood erecc on the wayes, & bishop's cross 
io his hand and acope on his back. He 
rode on # wheel-shaped vehicle, and he 
came in a straight line from Great Britain, 
with the object of preaching the gospel in 
Normandy and o/ freeing the country of a 
terrible dragop, which had teken up its 
residenco in the hole of Balignant, a vast 

vern opening into one of the cliffs of 
‘amauville. A regular minotaur this 
monster was, one of its demands being 
that the people should fuiaish it each week 
with an infant for its supper. When the 
man who rode through the waves approah- 
cd the monster the latter, from sheer 
fright, gave up the ghost. The joyful 
people paid homage to their deliverer, 
who became known as St. Germain of the 
Wheel.

COUNTY COUNCIL. 


The Beginning of a Busy Week--All the 
Members Present. 
TTurspay, June 5. 


The June session of the County Counc il 
of Hastings began this afternoon at Shire 
Hall, Wardon Dench, of Sidney, presiding, 
and all the other members present. After 
the roading of the minutes of the last moov- 
ing, the Warden addressed the Council as 
follows: 

He was ploased to soo the Clerk and all 

the mombors in their places and in good 
health and spirits. It was with regrot that 
he mentioned the death of the lato Baltis 
Rose, an old and honor'd member of this 
Council, He was pleased to know that the 
prospects for good crops and an increased 
output of cheese, which was ono of the chief 
resources of this county, were better thin 
they had been in two years. Thoro was 
alson boom on in North Hastings gold 
mines that ho felt certain would redound 
to the benefit of the wholeSCounty, The 
roads of the County were not in a good 
stare of repair and the appropriation would 
have to be increased this year in that be- 
half. The bridges appropriation would 
not necessarily exceed last year's, He sug- 
gested a more thorough equalization of the 
County, and he hoped it could be arranged 
without a commission, but that it be done 
by the Council. 

Communications were read from the 
County Council of Welland, re Jurors! 
Act; from the County Council of Went- 
woich, re audit of County accounts ; from 
the County Council of Duiferin, re poor 
houses, eto.; from the Prisoner’ Aid As- 
sociation, re matters affecting the Associa- 
tion ; from Edge Pearce, County Clork of 
Peterborough, re a road between Marmora 
and Belmont townships ; from J. R. Cart- 
wright, re Mimico Industrial School ; from 
J, A B. Flint, return of commitments for 
the year; from W. Youker, M.D., con- 
taining report of the inquest on the body 
of Daniel Doreen and praying that proper 
accommodation be provided for insane per- 
sons in gaol ; from Town of Peterborough, 
re sending deputation to Ottawa to urge 
upon the Government the completion of 
the Trent Valley Canal ; from the Educa- 
tion Department, giving amount of grants 
to County High Schools ; from the Board 
of Education of Stirling, ssking for $800 
for maintenance of County pupils in their 
High School ; from the County of Lennox, 
re anhake done toa vehicle on a bridge 
between the Counties of Lennox and 
Hastings and asking that this Council 
hear its share of the damages and expense 
of repairs to the bridge; from Liability 
Company, re insuring the County against 
accidents to ity employecs ; from County 
Clerk of Lennox and Addington, re action 
threatened by ono Wm. M. Sexsmith, who 
claims damages of $150 for ‘njuries re- 
ceived ons road near the boundary of 
Tyendinaga and Richmond townships ; 
from Bell Telophone Company re 
telephone in the Sheriff's office; 
from Mr. R. Mathison, calling tho 
attention of the Council to the dilapidated 
condition of the sidewalk between the city 
and the D. and D. Institute and asking for 
a grant of $125; from Wm. Mackintosh, 
L.P.S., North Hastings, asking for leave 
of absence during September aud October 
next, owing toil! health ; a petition froma 
number of the ratepayers of P»wdon, call- 
ing attention to the dangerous condition of 
Vandervoort’s hill in the sixth concession, 
and asking that it be improved. 

The Warden, on behulf of the Special 
Committee appointed to investigate the 
matter of heating tho «iol, etc., reported 
that the Committec had decided that the 
new gaol only should be heated by steam 
this year ; also, that new steps be placed 
atthe Pinnacle st. side of the grounds. 

The Clerk read a list of the papers, 
books, eto., he would require to havo print- 
ed during the coming year, together with a 
form of tender to be submitted to the differ- 
ent printing offices. 

Moved by Mr. Cross, seconded by Mr. 
McCargar, that the Clerk be instructed to 
ask the city papors for tenders for the 
printing above referred to.—Carried.

1 was poluted 
out that if there wus any reson foe 
luaking barbed wire free to benelit the 
firmer, suicly the same rematk would 
apply to the new class of fenchig, 

Incidentally it was elicited that the 
protection of 25 per cent. was to be given 
to a wire fence factory at Walkerville, 
in a Liberal constituency, 

After considerable discussion, Mr. 
Wielding admitted it was a fair question 
as te whether or not the proposed duty 

25 per cent. was too high. The Goy- 
ernment would, therefore, consider 
whether or not it should be niade lower. 

Mr, Foster asked that the item, 
“skates, 35 per cent,” stand, There 
Was keen competition as regards this 
industry, from cheap German labor, and 
he would ask the Government to con- 
wider whether a specific duty might uot 
fuirly be re-dmposed. 

Mr. Russell joined with Mr, loster

There was o good deal of pleasant 
banter when Mr, McMullen entered the 
House and took his seat on the front 
Opposition benches. He was promptly 
repudiated by Mr, Henderson as an Op- 
positionist.

Ottawa, June 9,—(Special.j—An Miport 
ant slilement was made in the 41 il 
Wiy Committee this morn lg by the M i 
ister of Ruilways, It was on the bil 
fo incorporate the Lull, St, Loui ie 
and Vik lon Springs Laulway Count 
Wiich seeks power to build rul vay Liss

Urss Of Ottawa. The bill was opposed 
ly the Ottawa corporutic u, the “Parry 
Souuwd Railway and the Ottawa Electric 


Ruilway., The chief objecUon came Cron 
the Parry Sound Rallway,which objected 
because the road was to run dlong the 
cubul reserve, which is Government pro- 


perty and would interfere with their 
rights, 

It was at this point thut Mr. Blair 
made his statement, The Minister 


miiutained that this was a mutter for 
the Railway Committee of the Privy 
Council to decide, and he proposed put- 
ting a clause in the bill, if it passcd, 
making provision in regard to that. Por 
his own part he could not see any ob- 
JecOons to granting 4 charter for a rail 
Way from Hull to Hog’s Back. He did 
not, however, agree with the details of 
the bill. 

Mr. Christie, Q. C., held that the Ot- 
tawa, Arpprior and Parry Sound Rail- 
way had oa lease over the canal reserve, 
and that the Railway Committee could 
not do anything except subject to that 

180. 

Mr. Blair emphatically protested 
against that idea, and maintained that 
in every instance the Railway Commit- 
tee of the Privy Council was supreme. 
Even if a lease were granted by the 
Governgr-in-Council, that woukl not pre- 
vent the Railway Committee of the 
Privye Council from exercising jurisilic- 
tion at any time. 

Mr. Maclean said that this was an 
important matter and he was glad to 
hear the Minister of Railways speak us 
he, did.

The 
bodice is of black glace silk with lacec- 
trimmed revers and a lace vest. Black 
net over checked silk makes a very 
stylish dress, and the net is usually ac- 
cordion-pleated and trimmed with black 
satin ribbon or narrow lines of jet. A 
check silk illustrated is in red and white, 
with a larger plaid of red and white 
satin stripes over the check. The skirt 
is raised at the sides to show bias folds 
of silk and bands of black yelvyet ribbon, 
which also trim the waist and sleeves.

There seems to be no end to the in- 
genuity of the bicycle inventor, he last 
one in the market has patented a convyert- 
ible wheel, which in the twinkli)g of an 
oye, by the separation of the top and bot 
tom bars and tho intervention of an attach- 
ment, can bo converted from a diamond 
into a drop frame, or into a tandem for 
men or a tandem for 4» man and a woman. 
There are braces which give rigidity to the 
wheel whether it be used as a single wheel 
for aman or a woman or a tandem for 
both, . 

One of the secrets of riding a bicycle 
safely in a crowded strect is’to ride it slow- 
ly, to never relax your watchfulness, and 
to keep at a distance of from three yards to 
six yards behind the vehicle you sre fol- 
lowing. If, when riding as slowly us six 
miles an hour, you approach within a yard 
of the back of the lorry or other vehicle 
and it stops suddenly your are bound to 
run junto it. In six yards, or eyen three 
yards, you may avoid the collision, but 
hardly in less if you are going any faster 
than at “a snail's pace. If, on the other 
hand, you are riding at eight miles su hour 
or more, the collision may be serious. 


If only it were possible to prevent sarts 
and carriages from using a foot and a half 
of the roadway next to the sidewalk, it 
would not be necessary for cyclists to care 
about having special paths Iaid for them, 
as has been done in New Jorsvy and 
in Belgium, says a writer in Wheeling. 
Tt is very noticable on any popular 
road that the cycle traftic soon marks 
out a course for itself, and if only that 
track were not cus up by heavier vehi- 
cles, it would not be long before there 
were very few roads which did not 
afford good going. If the soil washed 
from the upper part of the road wore al- 
lowed to lig w little at the side, it would 
speedily be rolled hard, as all the cycle 
trattic would confine itself to the narrow 
path thus defined on each side of tho way. 
As to the tine polish which may be obtain- 
ed through this constant rolling the old 
cinder paths were witness, the inner edge 
having quito a glistening surface such as 
no other system of rolling could have pro- 
cured, 

One of te most remarkable things con- 
nected with cycling is that riders well past 
the prime of life are continually doing 
Sinart things. Probably not one in a hun- 
dred of these got into print, but here are 
one or two which did ; James Sim, of Eng- 
land, aged sixty, was recently haled before 
the magistrate and fined for riding at “‘vio- 
lent speed," knocking pedestrians eudwise 
and creating a general reign of terror 
along the Queen’s highway. Jason Fur- 
long, of Maryland, 71 years, was at last 
accounts in gaol working outa fine of $5 
imposed for scorching on the roads.

A Circular Read at St, Michael's and Other 
Churches of the Archdiocese. 

The following circular was read in St. 
Michael's church yesterday morning and 
all the other churches of the Arclidiocese 
of Kingston : 

Dear Reverend Father ;— 

The day appoiuted for the celebration of 
Hor Majesty's jubilee is drawing noar, and, 
as you may be desirous to know what 
course, ifa united one, the priests and 
faithful of tho Archdiocese are to pursue 
on the occasion, I beg leave to address you 
this short circular, 


The occasion is indeéd a rare ono, aud 
gives the millions of Her Majesty's sub- 
jectr, at home and in the colontor, a happy 
opportunity of testifying before the world 
their respect for a sovereign than whom 
fow have reigned Jonger and fewer still 
more wisely. 


The Church, being free from civil onact- 
ments interfering with hor heaven-given 
mission, has prospered daring her long 
reign, and nowhere have her rights been 
more respected than in Hor Majesty's 
greatest colony, our own  well-beloved 
Canada; therefore ought we make the day 
one, not only of great rejoicing, but of 
united prayer and thanksgiving. Tho 
embloms of joy should be conspicuous 
everywhere iv our churches, our presby- 
teries and our homes, that even the child- 
ren of tender age may understand the im- 
port of tho celebration, may learn lessons 
of loyalty therefrom snd with their inno- 
cent lips give grateful praise to God for the 
long, happy, judicious reign of our Gra- 
cious Queen Victoria the Good. 

It is, dear Ruv'd Father, tho expressed 
Wish, the most sincere desire of our be- 
loved Archbishop that the day bs properly 
honored, enthusiastically celebrated and 
marked in the calendar of each mission as 
ene long to be remembored, He hax, in- 
deed, himself already arranged for a 
thanksgiving service in the cathedral at 3

‘To 
make it appear that the College team was 
secking to use outsiders in order to secure 
an unfair advantage (s simply mean. Bar- 
berree, Vanskiver and Melr ine, who all 
play on the forward line and Rodgers.spare 
man of first team, were either writing a 
seml-matriculation exam, or were absent 
from the college, and their places had to be 
filled by members of the second team, It Is 
little credit to the Citys to defeas such a 
team, but the college boys must play on a 
certain day or forfeit the game. Such isthe 
decision of the all-powerful execullve. I 
have some considerable knowledge of foot- 
ball rales, having played for years us for- 
ward on the College team in the old untver- 
sity days, and without hesitation I affirm 
that the treat.vent of the College team has 
been most unmanly and unsportsmaolike, 
One would suppose that the College was 
some foreign institution come to capture 
and carry offsome coveted city trophy and 
that it was the duty of the’ clty teatns to 
unite by fairor foul means to defend the 
honorable name of the city. Both teachers 
and students cf the Colleye are alike iodig- 
nant at the treatment accorded to the 
College team, and are loath to belleve 
that even young men in their unwise zeal 
could treat the college students in such a 
hostile spirit. Recently sp ~akiog to Princl- 
pal Mathison, he said: “TI will not allow 
our team to enter the League. I found that 
the City team was bound to win the Corby 
cup, no matter what physical injury might 
be done to our boys.” Yet in all these years 
the first diMoulty has yet to arise between 
the Institute team and the Alberts, and 
never yet have tha college students been 
charged by them of rough play. The treat- 
ment of Mr. Douglas, who is one of the 
three official referees of the League, las 
been most uncalled for and ungentlemanly. 
He isan experienced referee, and bis im- 
partiality and fairness would never be 
questioned by a disiuterested person, but 
the City team evidently do not know how 
to accept defeat. They will play only under 
a certain referee, and claim the right to 
play members of the different city teams, 
and if the Alberis object the machine 
Executive declare the game forfeited to the 
City team. Never has the power of a major- 
ity been more flagrantly used to defeat right 
and justice then In this City Football 
Lesgue Ido not believe the citizens want 
the college students treated In this unfatr 
aod unsportsmanlike way, and lam sure a 
mere recital of the facts would make all 
citizens alike indignant. Iam not surpris- 
ed that Mr, MelIrvine used plain Anglo 
Saxon towards some of the members of the 
Executive Committee, but to seek to make 
out that he und the other College students 
are lowd and obscene fellows falls wide of 
the mark when it is known that Mr, Me- 
Iryine i a probationer of the Methodist 
church of four years’ standing and has oc- 
cupied the pulpits of the different Method- 
ist churches in Belleville with great 
acceptability, and further that Alb:rt Qol- 
lege has never had a more manly. upright 
Christian student, but he dearly loves 
British fair play. If the Co'leze stadents 
take my advice they will withdraw from 
the league. The Corby Cup has vo value 
only as it furthers trae manly spor. But 
onitad present circumstances, when every 
srincipic of fair plsy has been violated, it 
Bas lost all value tous. If the representa: 
tives ofa beaten team can find any satls- 
faction in retaining the cup, they are wel- 
come to it, no matter what letters may 
hereafter be written or what misrepresent 
ations may her after be mide, they must 
go unanswered. A mere sense of justice to 
the College and College students has con- 
polled me to write this letter, Tassure the 
public that Albert College students will 
never avain be permitted to joia any foot-

New York, June 18.—In commenmdri- 
tion of Queen Victoria’s jubilee an ad- 
dress to Her Majesty from the members 
of St. George's Society of this city Was 
nuide in the form of an album. The al- 
Tumi will be bound in imperial red mo- 
iecco, Mounted with gold, and will con- 
tain twenty illuminated vellum leaves. 
‘Lhe shell of the album will be of Ame- 
rican Jaurel wood, On the lid will be 
a gold plate, with the Queen's personal 
arms, On the cover of the book will be 
a seme of the Imperial crown, with the 
English rose, Seotch thistle and Trish 
shamrock ih the ‘corner, On the first 
pige will be the full arms of Boghnd 
and under them the dates 1837-07; at the 
base will be the plaque of St. George’a 
Society. Page two and three will con- 
tain the address ito the Queen. After 
that will be the mames of the officers 
and members of the society. Every 
pige of signatures will be decorate 
with a view of New York, painted in 
water colors, including Brooklyn Bridge, 
Grant's tomb, City Hall and other fa- 
mous buildings. The last page will 
show the arms of the St. George’s So- 
ciety, with its motto, “Let mercy be our 
boast and shame our only fear.”

SMALLPOX IN JAPAN was quite prevalent 
during the yoar 1896.

Tho first business was the presentation 
of credentials by the delogates, after which 
acommittes of seven was appointed to 
strike the standing committees.

AFPTEKNOON SESSION, 

Upon resuming after dinner several other 

D.D.G.M’s, presented their reports, after 


which the Grand Muster delivered his 
address. 
The Grand Master's was somewhat 


lengthy and dealt minutely with all matters 
affecting the Order. The past year had 
been one of peace and harmony, and a 
satisfactory increase of membership. The in- 
surance fund had been drawn heavily upon 
owing to accidental deaths and deaths from 
suicide, but the order had stood the strain 
nobly, s handsome surplus is left to the 
credit of this fand. The Executive Grand 
Officers consider it wise, however, that 
better proofs of deaths should be given 
than formerly. The D. D. G. M’s. have 
mostly done their duty well, but some dis- 
tricts have complained most justly of —in- 
attention. The abolition of this office 
would be a step in the right direction.

THE WEATHER. 


This was a remarkable spring, and so 
‘ar, it has been a no less remarkable sum- 
mer. It has been the same all over the 
continent. There have been cool waves 
from west to east, and also sweeping up 
from the Atlantic ocean, a condition said to 
be partially due to the icebergs and ice- 
fields, which are unusually numerous this 

bee There has not been a lower record 

~ for Jane sinco 1881 than that registered a 
week ago, when snow fell in New Jor- 
sey. The effect of these abnormally cool 
waves does not necessarily favor a cool 
summer, Though 1881 was phenomenally 
cold for the first half of June, the summer 
was fully up to the normal temperature. 
‘Those who keep records state that “as « 
wholo, the season that began so unpromis- 

ingly was exceptionally hot. It is true 

that in 1881 the sun's energy was increas- 

ing quite rapidly, and 730 spots, many of 

them large, were observed upon ita surface. 
whereas in 1897 its energy is at 

6 standstill and its surface but little 

perturbed. Nevertheless, the com- 

parison should sutftice to dispel any hastily- 
formed conclusion that the present ccll 
pressges a phenomenally cool summer. 
The niost plausible and practical inference 
to be drawn from the present meteorologi- 
cal conditions is that the warm season wil! 
be rather late in developing its strength 
over the North-west, the lake region, the 
Contral west, the Middle Scates and New 
England, but that, after the close of June. 
{ta normal temperature in these sections 
will be fally maintained far into Sup- 
tember.” The New York Herald weather 
report says ;—*' Our summer heat is the 
product of the two great agencies of equal 
poteney—the direct solar radiation and 
the water vapor distributed over the con- 
tinent by the winds blowing from the sea 
into the interior, It is too early in the 
geason for the latter to get in its work. 
But after the sun reaches, on the 21st, the 
limit of his annual northward movoment, 
aud the rich sutherly winds begin to 
apread their ocean yapor over the whole 
country from the Gulf Const to the Do- 
minion, the illusion of o tomperature-do- 
ficlt will probably vanish.”

Calcutta, June 14,—Later reports Sn- 
crease the gravity of the -earthquake 
shocks of Saturday last in this city and 
ite vicinity. An extensive areca was af- 
fected and has caused much misery 
osnong many of the poor Hurasians und 
mitives. 

The shocks were felt at Simla, Agra, 
Bombay, Munipur and at many places 
far down the Central Provinces, An 
immense «amoont of damage was 
done at Hoogiley, Burdwan and 
Dace, where several persons were 
killed, and at  Gopalpoor, Patha, 
Kansganj, Bankipoor, Balkwor, Maag- 
fnarpoor and Monghyr. A __ terrific 
shock was expenienced at Darjiling and 
many houses were destroyed.

The Thrilllug Atmiusements of the Pe 


of Seventy Yours Ago 


ople 


An account ia given of an extraordin- 
ary occurrence at Niagara Falls, or the 
Ningarian Cataract, as it was then call- 
ed, in an old copy of The Gore Gazette. 
Thousands of people gathered at the 
falls, above the falls and below the falle, 
im conyeyances of every description, and 
in boats and steamers, to see whit woe 
described to be “a splendid exhibition 
which had excited so much curiosity and 





euch intense interest throughout the Am- 
erican Continent doriug the last two or 
three months.’ This was none other 
than the sending of the schooner Michi- 
an over the falls, having on board a 
uffalo, two bears, several smalicr anak 
mals, an eagle and a goose. A crew ce 
corted the vessel below the island, nearly 
opposite to Chippewa yillage. Then she 
wus let go. Whea she made the first 
plunge im the rapids xboye the falls 
there was a simultancous shout of ap 
plause from ten thousand throats, the 
people having taken up thelr stations on 
the banks of the river, on the islamds, 
on the house tops, on the balconics, oa 
the table rock above and on fhe rocky 
banks below the cataract. [very eye 
was riveted on the doomed vessel. She 
stuck between two rocks in the stream, 
but the violence of the carrent soon veer 
ed her round, pitched her on her side 
and carried both her masts away ; the 
buffalo and several other animals were 
thrown overbourd ; the bears took to the 
waters and after a brave struggle reach- 
ed the Canadian shore; the engle hovered 
ever the turbulent waters, and then soar 
ed aloft; the vessel was borne to the 
brink of the precipice and then shot 
down into the scething abyss and in an 
instant was shattered to atoms, The 
goose, the only living thing that escap- 
ed, went over the falls in safety and 
was picked up and carried off to New 
York by a Mr, Duggan. Then followed 
a dinner at a dolar a head, which The 
Gazette d ; as “a very shabby af- 
fair.” And in this way the good souls 
of sevemty years ago amused tlemselyes. 
Is there one of them still living wha 
saw the schoener go over the falls with 
the animals on board, or can recall the 
shabby dinner for a doflar ? 


Sclenece aud the Mosquito, 

There are four truths respecting the 
mosquito which modern scicnee has es- 
tablished. 

First—A mosquito cannot live in air 
free from malarial poison, Untnainted 
air has same effect on him as a 
healthy community on a doctor, It de- 
prives him of patients, and he must ge 
to less-fayored localities to practice. 

Second—The lymph, which flows 
through am automatic valve when it in- 
serts its proboscis, contains a moilified 
erm of the malarial fever, and, accord- 

« to the well-settled law of inoccula- 
tion, the introduction of the weak germ 
renders harmless an attack by the strong 
germ. . 

Third—The mosquito never swallows 
human blood. It cannot. The fact 
that its body becomes discolored and 
swells, while probing, is caused by the 
discoloration ef the lymph im contact 
with the blood and the muscular effort 
of inserting the probe. 

Fourth—A mosquito will never insert 
its lancet In a person not susceptible to 
an attack of malaria,. In this respect 
its sense is more accurate than the most 
skilled and experienced pathologist. ‘This 
also proves not only its unerring instinct, 
but that it never wounds unnecessarily. 
Its thrusts are those of a skilled ond 
humane surgeon, and even more unsel- 
fish, for hope of an fee never quickens 
him, nor docs the malediction of his 
patient deter him in the fulfilment of his 
duty.—Boston Transcript.

PRESENTED TO 
BRO. J. W. LONDON, P.S.G.P., 
BY THE 
SUPREME GRAND LODGE 
as a Token of Esteem 
for Services Rendered. 
1897. 

Bro. London, owing to the enthusiastic 
manner in which he was received, was un- 
able to express himself in a manner that 
he intended. He, however, thanked the 
brethren of Oxford and Lydford Lodges 
for the reception, and concluded by stating 
that he considered his honors were given 
him by Oxford Lodge, us he had represent- 
ed them in Grand Lodge since its forma- 
tion, and that this Ioige had now given 


two Supreme Gran] Presidents to the 
Order.

Britain and her colonies, being ani- 
muted thereto by gratitude to the 
country which has heen a sort of 
mother to them and by business in- 
stincts. Ganada will be glad to send 
many of her products to England, 
and, if Australia follows suit, who 
can doubt that the trade of Great 
Britam and her colonies will in- 
crease?

“Quebracho,” «a new tanning extract. 
and “Patent Prepared Dyes’ were also 
placed on the free list. 

A long discussion ensued on the item 
of free corn, Dr, Sproule pointed out 
that under the National Polhey the im- 
portation of United States corn had 
fallen from 7,387,000 bushels to 2,763,- 
000, the difference being replaced, doubt- 
less, by Canadian-grown grains, Wour- 
fifths of the farmers in Canada did not 
want free corn. Those who did were 
only the stock raisers, and their impor- 
tation of corn would take the place of 
barley. peus and outs, 

Mr, Charlton argued, amidst Opposi- 
tion cheers, that giving free corn to the 
Americans was giving them a tariff 
concession that brought no concession 


in return, Canada ulready gave the 
Americans six times the advantige they 
gave us in the free list. In fact the 
agricultural schedule of the United 
States tariff was prohibitive  spalist 
Canadian products, so that we should 
retain corn on the free list until we 
cot some reductions in return, urged 
Mr. Ch tton, 


Mr. Moore spoke agadinst free corn us 
being fow 


in the interest merely of a 
wealthy farmers, It was another blow 
at the N. P, 

Mr. Stenson favored free corn, and 
Col. Visdale upheld the sentiments ex- 
pressed by Mr. Charlton. Tree corn, 
he held. would mean the loss of mil- 


lions of dollars to the Canadian farmer. 

Dr, Christie said his constituents were 
all in favor of free corn, As beet could 
be riised three cents n pound cheaper 
and pork 1 1-2 cents a pound cheaper on 
corn than on any other food, why not 
give the Cuvadian fariner free corn, ar 
cucd Mr. McMillan, one of the largest 
stock raisers mM Ontario. 

Mr. Clancy held that Canada could 
produce all the corn required in this 
country. It had increased in production 
until now we produce within leas than 
three million bushels of the require 
ments of the country, last yeur's pro: 
duction having been 16 million bnehels, 
Heaven help the farmers if such nar 
roy minded men as Mr, McMillan were 
to represent them and dictate the policy 
of the Minister of Agriculture Mr, 
MeMillan was more « manufacturer thin 


a farmer, baying the Jess fortunate 
farmers’ cattle and turning them into 
beef. 

Mr. Olancey concluded by moving ino 
amendment: 


“That in the opinion of this House 
it is inexpedient, and opposed to the 
best agricultural interests of Con 
ada, to place Indian corn on the free 
hist,” 
Mr, Fisher paid a tribute to Mr, Me: 

Millan as an adyanced farmer, The 
Government's decision to make corn free 
was to help the farmer as a manufac 


turer of beef and pork, and such other 
products, It waa true that corn could 
be grown profitably in purts of this 
country, but not generally, and it was

A STRANGE CHARACTER. 


Joseph Richardson, it is Said Could Give 
Points to Russell Sage. 

Now York, June 16. -Joseph Richard- 
son, & millionaire, who could give Russell 
Sage points on eccentricity and parsimony, 
died here Tuesday, aged 78, in his resi- 
dence known as ** Spite-House.” 

This is the queerest building in New 
York, a house Richardson built on a 


strip of ground fivo feet wide, to spite 
a neighbor, and lived in it fifteon 
years to save money, as no one else 


would rent it. This five foot strip of 
ground at the corner of Kighty-second 
street and Lexington avenue, was about as 
doep asan ordinary city lot, and apparent- 
ly usoless to the owner; so the owner of 
the adjoining property thonght to got it at 
a bangin and offered Rich irdson $1,000 
for the strip. He held out for $5,000, 
which the other refused to give, thinking 
to force Richardson our. The la tor began 
to build on his five-foot lot and was 
promptly offered the advance. He thon 
refused to entertain any proposition, 

The house as it *'axts is n curiosity. 
The frost, on Lexiugt u avenue, is broken 
with deop bay windows. 
fitted up with small rooms, reached by 
spiral staircascs. The furniture in tho 
house was manufactured expressly to fit 
the rooms; 


The dining-room is only vighteen inchos 
wide. The beds will accommodate thin 
persons only, and they noed to slowp sido- 
ways. ‘Tho hallways were so narrow that, 
to open the front door, one had to step 
into a slit in the wall, called « room, at the 
side, 

Richardson was born in Enyland, com- 
ing here as a young man. He became a cor- 
tractor, built the Bridgeport water-works, 
and with bis gains from this began large 
railroad operations, and in time became 
cennected with Jay Gould, and had valu- 
able contracts for work on the Missouri 
Pacitic, the Iron Mountain, the Amerie 
Central and other roads 

He had large holdings of stock in many 
railroads, and was reputel to be worth 
$20,000,000, yet he wore the clothes of a 
laborer, and recently, when injured in an 
accident, walked to « doctor's office to Bive 
car fare, and secures a reduction of the 
latter’s bill from $50 to $25 on tho ground 
thata workinumun could not pay too much, 
Richardson plumed himself on this ag a 
p ce of great business sagiucily.

THE PLINTON DISTRICT, 
(C. M. Huyek, 

The Golden Kleece gold mine is situated 
about two miles from Flinton. After a 
few minutes brisk walking along the trail 
leading to the mine | reached what appear- 
ed like » large well brim full of water. 
This is a shaft thirty foot deep from which 
has been taken much rich ore. Then 
climbing a deep ledge we came co the main 
shaft, which is about twenty-five feet deep 
and thirty fect wide and containing about 
ten feet of water. The rock, which is free- 
milling, is a dark slate color and very rich, 
haying tested fifteen dollars to the ton. 
When Taylor was operating this shaft ho 
in one week crushed thres hundred and 
sixty-five dollars worth of gold, which was 
only sixty-five per cent of the amount 
which it contained. 

The Ribstock mine, which has recently 
been operied, consists of two shafts each 
about ten fect deep and has shown some 
rich samples of mispickel. This mine is 
about a mile and ao half northeast of 
Flinton, and on the western edge of the 
mining region. 

The mine which materializes tho best at 
present is the Poeble's actinolite mine, 
which is about five miles south of the vil- 
lage of Flinton and a mile east of the old 
Kaladar read, This is not a mino pr >per, 
but a hill of what is known as Star Actino- 
lite, because of its star shaped grain. ‘This 
hill reaches a height of thirty feet and by 
actual measuremont will turn out threo car 
londs per day for cleyen years, A plant 
will bo erected near the mino which 
will run day and night, employing between 
seventy-live and one hundred men to saw 
the rock into blocks weighing not less than 
two tons each. Steam drills will be used 
to bore the reck ; steam derricks will load 
the rock at the mine and unload them at 
the station, and the buildings will be light- 
ed by electricity. ‘The company will erect 
a large boarding house where board will be 
furnished at the actual cost, which will not 
exceed one dollar and a half per week. 
Robt. Bryden has the contract for furnish- 
ing the company with one hundred thou: 
sand feet of lumber, and one hundred thou- 
sand shingles. The road, which is under 
construction from the mine to the C.P.R., 
five miles distant, is graded to within «a 
mile of the railway. ‘They will begin haul- 
ing the rock next week, as the company’s 
contract with the C.P.R. to load three 
cars daily for five years bogins the firat of 
July.

London, June 18,—The Prince of 
Wales, as President of the Imperial In- 
stitute, presided over a banquet given by 
tle Institute this evening. 

A lurge crowd watched the arrival of 
the guests, who were received by Lord 
Herschell, chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Institute. Everybody 
Wore u decoration of some sort. Stars, 
ribbons and various orders, together with 
the splendor of oriental costumes worn 
by the eastern potentates, wade a bril- 
linnt scene, 

The guests numbered bundreds aud 
represented every brauch of uationai and 
colonial life, Among those present were 
the Marquis of Satisbury, the Right Elon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of Staite 
for the Colonies; the Burl of Kimberley, 
the Marquis of Dufferin, Lord Ripon, 
Lord Lansdowne, the Marquis of Lorne, 
Lord Roscbery, Mr. Wilfrid Laurier, 
the Dominion Premier; Mr, Whiteway, 
the Premier of Newfoundland; Baron 
Rothschild, Lori Lyon Playfair, Sir 
Donald Smith, the Canadian High Com- 
uussioner, the Archbishop of Cauter- 
bury and a splendid array of men of

pride, of natural admiration, of high 
thankfulness, and of firm hopefulucss, 
with an avowal of which I had better 
bégin; since they are quite certain 
specdily to make themselves apparent. 

One of wy earliest and most distinct 
boyish recollections is of the proclama- 
tion of Her Gracious Majesty as “Queen 

Victoria.” I was a child about four or 
five years old, and was being led by 
my nurse through the streets of a pro- 
vincial town where we lived, when sud- 
dénly a troop of yeomanry calvary, in 
what scemed to my young eyes most 
gorgeous and dazzling military array, 
came londly and grandly riding. along 
the causeway. At the corner of the 
road they halted; and trumpcters blew 
a martial fanfare; the officers drew their 
svords,which shone gallant and bright 
fa the sun of that glad day of June; and 
mexf, some imposing personage’ in the 
cavalcade—an elderly officer--recited 
from o paper certain sonorous words, of 
which I then understood but few, al- 
though I know now that what the 
silver-haired colonel said was approxi- 
mately this: 

“Whereas it has pleased Almighty God 
fo call to Mie mirey our late: Sévereign) 
Lord Kivg Willlam the Fourth, of blessed 
aud glorious memory, by whose decease

Such were the historical 
only a portion of which found their 
sway to my‘childish mind that June 
niorning in the year 1887, mightily em- 
Pliusized to the small boy's wandering 
thoughts by the echo of big -cuns fired 
from the ships and forts on the river. 
Of the famous doing in London on that- 
great ocension little or no echo reached 
our quiet town #t the time, I did not’ 
know—and probably could not” have 
understood—how the young Quéen came 
out inte the baleony from the window 
of the Presence Chambér at St. James’ 
Palace, between Tarde Melbourne and 
Lansdowne, and woe hailed with thun- 
derons cheers by vast crowds df her 
people; and how she was observed to 
shed tender and wistful tears at the 
moment of that great spectacle. When 
‘ahe retired to her mother’s apartment, 
‘being proclaimed Sovercign, she held 
that converyation and made that request 
of which tlhe world afterward heard 
with so mitch sympathy: 


Sought the King of Kings. 


“T-cau scarcely believe, mamma, that 
I am really Queen of England. Can 
it indeed be so?” 

“You are really Queen, my child,” 
replied the Duchess of Kent; “listen 
how your subjecta still cheer

“In time,” eaid Her Majesty, “I shall 
perhaps become accustomed to this too 
great and splendid state. But, siuce 
T am Sovereigh, let me, ax your Queen, 
have to-day my first wish—let me be 
avite alone, dear mother, for a lone 
time.” And that day Victorian passed 
the first hours of her reign on her kneos 
praying to Heaven for herself and her 
people, with supplications innocent and 
noble, which have surely been heard. 

It was not wonderful indeed that a 
reign so commenced has been followed 
by happy and famous years. But 1 
must leave to Court chroniclers, and 
td the gold and broende of profeastonal 
Hilstory, all the details of that time of 
proclamation and coronation, to men- 
tion one other amall fact of the hour 
whieh somehow became mingled in my 
niind with the ceremony. and = which 
fodny curiously recurs to serve me 
Av a commonplace but striking menaure 
of the prodigion« progress achieved dur- 
ing the Victorian ern. As I returned 
home, aaking a hundred questions from 
ms niuree about kings and queens and 
the new reign, a man in the atreet was

_ Her Majesty then slowly seated herself 
in her carriage, the royal trumpeters 
sounded a fanfare, the Princess of Wales 
joined the Queen and then the Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein joined 
the party. Both the Princesses seat] 
themselyes opposite Her Majesty, and at 
11.12 the Queen's couch started. 

_ ‘Two gillies in Highland costume, werr- 
meg the tartan of Macdonald of the 
Isles, the so-called Crown Prince of 
Scotland, occupied the rumble. As Her 
Majesty emerged from ithe portico, the 
sun broke brightly through the clonds 
and the Queen raised her sunshade. The 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Cambridge 
and the Duke of Connaught took up 
their phices about Her Majesty’s car- 
ninge and the latter took its place in the 
procession.

‘Lhe Naval brigade following,io 
straw hats, and carrying drawn cut 
lusess, also met with a rousing recep- 
tion, 

An interesting feature of the proces: 
sion was furnished by the littic Lrinces 
und Princesses, who filled the lirst cur 
riage. ‘The girls, dressed in white, bow- 
ed right and left with the aplomb of 
their elders, and the boys, in Highland 
costume, saluted in the most approved 


* style. 


The gorgeous uniforms and splendid 
horses of the escort of princes, who rode 
by threes, made this part of the show 
the feature of the entire procession, At 
their head were the Marquis of Lorne, 
son-in-law of the Queen, and the Duke 
of Fife, son-in-law of the Prince of 
Wales. ‘The former wore a dark blue 
uniform and the Jatter was dressed in 
a red uniform, 

The Duke of York rode towards the 
rear of the Princes’ escort, wearing @ 
naval uniform and the Order of the 
Garter, while his children, on the main 
balcony of the Palace,waved their hands 
to him, By the side of the Duke of 
York were the Crown Prince of Siam 
and Prince Waldemar of Denmark, 
Then came Prince Henry of Prussia, 
Prince Albert of Prussia and Grand 
Duke Sergius of Russia. The Crown 
Prince of Naples, the Austrian Arch: 
duke and the Grand Duke of  Llesse 
were the last members of the Princes’ 
escort, 

As the Queen drove under the arch- 
way, punctual to a second, the first 
cannon shot of the royal salute was 
fired and unnounced to the walting mil- 
lioms that Her Majesty was on her way 
through London. The Queen met with 
4a most enthusiastic reception, and so 
soon as she emerged from the Palace 
gates she began bowing right and left 
to the cheering of her people, 

When Her Majesty reached the Mun-

In that year occurred the 
semicentennial of Queen Victoria's inaugu- 
ation. On the day preceding the celebration 
they gave a performance which was wit- 
nessed by more crowned heads and royal 
princes aod princesses than bad over before 
been seen together at one time in one place. 
Some idea of the congregation may be ob-

In 1889 they were at the Paris Exposition, 
All the large cities of France an Spain were 
successively visited. At Rome the com- 
pany recelved In the Vationn the blessing 
of His Holiness. Pope Leo XIII, and pitch- 
ed their tents in the Colosseum. Florence 
Milan, and Verona were visited—Munich, 
the capital of Bavaria, Vionna, Berlin, 
Dresden, Leipstc, Madyeburg, ees 
Brunswick, Hamburg, Bremen, Dus -eldor 
Cologne, Coblentz, Bingen on-the-Rhine, 
Frankfurt, Stuttgart, Strasburg. and 
Alsace-Lorraine, It was like a triumphal 
procession. Everywhere they were recely- 
ed by great crowds of people. Returning to 
England they spent six months more in 
London. Its career since it returned from 
Europe in the spring of 1803 to become the 
one erent feature of the World's Fair attrac- 
tions is familiar to everybody, No such 
success was eyer before or since ever achicy- 
ed by any sort of a travelling exhibition.

The Speaker said the mistake had 
been made by the clerk, and that he had 
shoply acted under a wrong impression. 

Sir Oliver Mowat, in moving the see 
oud reading of the bill, laid stresa upoo 
the fuet that the Government consid- 
ered this agreement a purely business 
arrangement, He thought that there 
would be littl difference of opinion on 
the question of the advisability of the 
Intercolonial Ruilway being extended 
into Montreal, If the necessity was 
conceded, the Government, he thought, 
wis amply justitied in entering into an 
agreement to secure that object, The 
question at issue was whether the bar- 
gain made was the best that could be 
obtained under the circumstances. There 
was no doubt a difference of opinion on 
that subject, but he did not think that 
that difference of opinion was sufficient, 
considering the question from a buriness 
standpoint, to warrant the Senate in 
refusing to allow the bill embodying the 
bargain. to become law. He appealed 
to the Senate. to consider this question 
simply as © business proposition. The 
majority of the Senators were politically 
opposed to the policy of the Goyern- 
ment, and if party considerations were 
to enter into the consideration of thix 
question he could only say that he would 
despair of the constitution of the coun- 
try. 

A careful study of the contract had 
convinced him that the bargain entered 
into by the Minister of Railways was 
a good one, und that the Goyernment 
in arranging the bargain had acted wise- 
ly and well, He pointed out the dis: 
fidvantuges the Intercolonial was now 
working under, and referred to the im 
mense improvement {in its position that 
would result from its securing on en- 
trance into Montreal. The road had 
cost the country an enormous sum, anil 
had always been run at a loss. Tt wis 
with a view to changing this annual 
loss into a surplus that the Government 
felt it its duty to fayorably consider 
what it considered the best method of 
improving the earning capacities of the 
roud. If the Senate considered thut 
the Government had come to a wise 

conclusion in deciding that the exten- 
sion of the road to Montreal woull im- 
prove its earning powers a mere ‘liffer- 
ence of opinion as to whether the bar- 
gain made was the best that could be 
made should not be a suflicient reasou 
for them to negative the motion for the 
secoud reading of the bill. 

He then discussed at length the terms 
of the agreement to show that the ar 
rangement arrived at by the Goyern- 
ment was cheaper and better than any 
arrangement which could haye been 
made with any other company over any 
different route, and ever so much cheap- 
er than the Government could construct 
a road from Levis to Montreal. Under 
the present agreement the country was 
called upon to pay $210,000 a yeur for 
what it would cost the Government $25,- 
000,000 to construct. Sir Oliver pointed 
out that the best evidence as to whether 
this burgain was a good one or not 
would be the result of the new arrange 
mtnt In increasing the earning powers 
of the Intercolonial Railway, An estim- 
ate of what might be expected in this 
direction had been prepared by Mr, Pot- 
tinger, the general manager of the In- | 
tercoloninl, which, if realized, would be 
an ample vindication of the wisdom of 
the Government in entering into the pre- 
sent contract. 

Senator Wood asked if that estimate 
prenated by Mr. Pottinger could be 
yrought down. ‘This was a very Import- 
ant point, and he had not before heard 
of any such estimate having been made, 
Sir Oliver said that he had the estimate 
and would give jt to the House at a 
later = stage, Continuing, Sir Oliver 
dwelt upon the importance of the local 
traffic which would come to the Ipter- 
colonial under this arrangement which 
would not have come if the Government 
had decided to build a road from Levis 
to Montreal, The Drummond Countles 
road had last year made $35,000 over ex-

which the Government was paying $17,- 
000, or, in other words, giving a sum of 
$1,084,400 to bo divided among manipu- 
lators. Te proceeded to read a report 
on the condition of the road by Mr. N 
A, Salisbury, an engineer, which strong- 
Iy condemned the railway. 

Mr. Power insinuated that this report 
had been written by C. N. Armstrong, 
promoter of the South Shore, which 
route he urged the Government to adopt. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell said it was 
doubtless to the interest of Messrs. 
Greenshields and his friends to depre- 
ciate Mr. Armstrong. He asked whether 
it were true, as stated in some quurters, 
that there was a report In the Depart- 
ment of Railways from Mr, Seclreiber 
ns to the probable cost of a new road 
from Montreal and Point Levis, He had 
been told, moreover, that the cost of 
such a new road would not be nearly as 
much as if this scheme were adopted. 

Sir Oliver: T have no doubt thet is a 
mistake. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell then considered 
the prospective attitude of the Senate on 
this question. We referred to the ac- 
tion of the House of Lords in throwmg 
out the Home Rule bill until such time 
ns the country had had an opportunity 
of pronouncing upon it. That was pre- 
ciscly the position of the Senate in this 
bill. Public opinion throughout this 
country was very strong aguinst this 
measure. Three leading papers In Mont- 
renul—The Gazette, The Star and The 
Witness — were strongly pronounced 
ngninst it. All sorts of promises and 
threats were being thrown out_if the 
Senate rejected the measure. It had 
been intimated that If the Senators took 
an independent stand on this question 
their sessional indemnity would be cut 
down one-half, {[Laughter.] They 
could afford to treat such a threnat_as 
that with disdain, Then they had The 
‘Toronto Globe, the great organ of the 
Liberal party. talking of “smashing the 
Sonate” if this bill was thrown out, To 
that he would reply that there were gen 
tlemen in the Senate who would haye 
something to say before they allowed 
themselves to be smashed. ([Hear, 
hear.] 

Speaking for the party to which he 
belonged, he would say that they would 
not be swerved from the path of recti- 
tude by threats of that character, He 
believed the Senate would be rendering 
a good service to the country by refect- 
ing what he believed to be one of the 
grossest jobs ever attempted to be per- 
petrated in this or any other country. 
He had no more power In that House 
than anyone else. but he was not going 
to suppress his views because of threats 
against him, [Hear, hear.) If the 
Senate believed this arrangement was 
not founded on a business or commer- 
cial basis it was their duty to reject it 
He would have liked to move an amend- 
ment setting forth the improvident char- 
acter of the transaction, but finding the

The New and Old Courses,

Besides the grand stand, which ts 
awkwardly situated, as the winning post 
is some distance beyoud it, there ar: 
many cheaper ones ou each side of the 
course, thelr prices varying with their 
desirability. Standing room in the main 
edifice calls for $5 a head on big days, 
with an extra charge of $2.50 for the 
frowdom of Coo inner betting ring ond

A Bloycle Dush to the role, 

Hough Lee of Meriden, Conn,, who ac- 
companied Lieutenant Peary on his 
famous trip across the bleak ice fields 
of Greenland, believes the North Pole 
can be best reached by the use of the 
bicycle. 

Mr. Lee is not joking when he makes 
this statement. r. Lee said, in dis- 
cussing the idea of an Arctic exploring 
expedition composed of wheelmen: 

“The idea is not at all dopracticable-~ 
not half so impracticable as some of 
the scientific world is interested iu just 
now. The immense ficlds of ice in the 
Arctic region, although broken in many 
places by leads in summer and by ice- 
bergs all the year round, present an ex- 
cellent oppartunity for the practical use 
of bicycles, The water freezes us 
ameoothly in the Arctic regions as it doos 
here. The salt crystals make the sur- 
face like a gravel path, and the wheel 
would not abp on the ice, as one might 
think. 

“The snow that covers the ice in winter 
is pounded down by the wind until it 
is hard enough to bear a man. The 
surface is ike marble, and I think a 
whesinay would find no trouble riding 
over it, 

“When I was with Lieutenant Peary 
on that long trip across Greenland there 
were miles upon miles of ice and snow, 
kevel and smooth enough for wheeling. 1 
frequently wished for my wheel. If 1 
ever go north again I shall take one 
with me. 

“If a man could place a station of sup- 
plies upon the most northern of the 
islands north of Greenland, as Mr. Penry 
now proposes doing, he would be within 
three hundred and fifty miles of the 
pole, and if the ice stretched out In one 
continuous masse from that land to the 
pole he could ride there and back in a 
week He would be able to carry his 
provisions with him, because he would 
not have more than twenty pounds In 
all. 

“The only danger wonld be from ne- 
cldents, for if his wheel broke down he 
would not have provisions enough to last 
him until he conld make his return to 
camp, It would be dangerous to go 
nione, Half a dozen mon oucht to be 
able to make the trip successfully.”

*cleopathy With a Dog, 

W. EE. Duvis of Boston possesses a 
dog that does things which his master 
thinks are the result of telepathy. He 
gave an exhibition of the dog recently 
before the Boston Scientific Society that 
aroused wu immense tmount of interest, 

Among the score or so of performances 
by the animal was one that necessitated 
the exercise of something that approach 
ed closely to human Intelligence, 
Mr, Davis first spread out red, blue, 
wiloon and yellow handkerchicfsa in the 
order prescribed by the spectators, The 
dog picked them out as suggested by 
those who witnessed the teat at the men 
tal commands of Mr, Davis, The dog 
apparenwy paid no attention to the com 
mwods of the wpectators and Mr, Davis 
never repeated the order, but simply 
aaid: “You heard what the gentleman 
mid, Bring it." The dog brought it io 
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taken into the shops and completely over- 
hauled. It was taken apart, completely, 
and every part of the engine, from the 
massive driving wheels to the very smallest 
bolt and nut, was separately weighed. The 
heayy portions were weighed in the shops 
and the small parts were taken to a Water- 
vliet avenuo pharmacy, where they were 
weighed on the pharmacist’s scales. 

The greatest care was taken by the 
machinists under the direction of Master 
Mechanic Buchanan to seo that the weigh- 
ing was accurate, When every part of the 
engine had been weighed a force of the 
best skilled mechanics was put to work to 
reassemble the engine. When it was com- 
plete again it was put into active service. 

A short time ago tho engine was taken 
back to the shops and mechanics were put 
to work dissecting it again. Once more 
every part was weighed. The scales of the 
pharmacist was brought into service again. 
When every portion had been weighed the 
record was compared with the former one. 
Then Master Mechanic Buchanan knew 
just how much the engine had lost in 
weight through the wear of a known 
amount of work. The records of the 
weights of the separate parts also showed 
which parts were subjected to the most 
wear, 


The test cost many hundreds of dollars, 
but the New York Central was willing to 
spend the money in order that it might be 
able to know what parts of an engine wear 
out most quickly and in what ratio the 
several parts wear out. The exact figures 
have not been made public. There is no 
doubt that they will be interesting to 
mechanics and scientists.

There is, however, other opportunity

salt lakes now dried up, Groat Salt Lake 
itself is becoming more and more salt 
from year to year; the same pr cess has 
taken place in other depressions until the 
water has literally turned to salt, 

Compared with Mono Lake, or Owen's 
Lake, tho waters of Great Salt Lake seem 
limpid. Owen's Lake, in & sotise, sup: 
plics showers of liquid soda water instead 
of salt wator ; for 10s sodas, in addition to 
being salt, are the most strongly improegnat: 
ed with soda of any lacustrine basin im the 
United States. Itis estimated that the 
quantity of soda deposited in the basin of 
Owen’s Lake is no loss than 220,000,000 of 
tons! 

So common is salt is some form, in the 
closed basins of the West, that peaks and 
hills of salt, like those which line the slopes 
+f Death Valley, are not rare. Here and 
there fine salt is driven bofore the wind 
like drjfting snow in certain desert depres- 
sions. 

The United Statos is not the only coun- 
try in which salt showers ovcur. In Paris 
itself, when rains straight from the At- 
lantic have been borne so far inward per- 
ceptible quantities of sodium chlorids bave 
been found in the rain water. In Hogland 
and Ireland coatings of fine salt have been 
found on the trees many miles inland after 
a heavy rain from the sea ; and showers no 
saline than that of Evanston have fallen in 
the neighborhood of the Caspian Sea.— 
Youth's Companion.

It will be observed that th picture 
ahows the under side of the rings.

These wondrous rings, which render 
Saturn o unique member of the solar 
sysiem, huve from the me of their first 
discovery by Galileo—or rather by Huy- 
ghens, for Gulileo merely saw that ther 
wis something protruding from each 


side of the planet, which he likened to 
the handles of a jug, without recognizing 
the true cause of the appearance —been 
the subject of a deal of speculation 
there is 


among astronomers, In fact, 

little else of interest to be seen about 
the planet. It is too far away—about 
800,000,000 miles when at ita nenrest

It 
appears simply to be warrounded by a 
series of faint, dark bands, which per 


petually maintain the same general ap- 
pearance, and are probably due to cloud

through even a small telescope, though 
through such an instrument they appear 
as a single object. Indecd, the inner 
most of the three, known as the “crape’’ 
ring, is so faint as to have escaped notice 
down to the year 1850, when it wis din- 
covered independently by the Bonds, at 
Cambridge, and by the Rey. Mr, Dawes, 
in Wngland, They lie in a plane with 
the planet's equator, and since this is in- 
clined to the plane of the orbit, just.as is 
the earth's equator, the rings are there- 
fore tilted with respect to us in such a 
way that their aspect varies with the 
change of the planet’s position in its 
orbit. Sometimes we see their under, 
or southern side; sometimes their uppe-, 
or northern side, as now, while at inter- 
vals of fifteen years—one half of the 
period of the planet’s revolution in its 
orbit—they are presented to us edge 
wise, as was the case in 1892, and then 
they become invisible, saye through a 
large telescope. 

What are these rings? ‘They have 
the appearance of being solid, and they 
were regarded as solid by Laplace, who 
accounted for their stability by assuming 
that they were heavier on one side than 
on the other, so that they swung prac 
tically as a single satellite; but it has 
now been demonstrated, both mathemat- 
ically, by Professor Clerk Maxwell, and 
spectroscopically, by Professor Keeler, of 
the “Allegheny Observatory, that they 
are made up of countless millions of mi- 
nuute bodies—‘meteorities'’—each of which 
circles independently of the rest, as a 
tiny satellite. They are simply ring: 
shaped clouds of “cosmic dust.” The 
proof of this fact by the speetroscope 
is, indeed, one of the neatest perform: 
ances of this wonderful little instrument, 
It depends upon the ability of the instru- 
ment to detect motion “in line of sight,” 
that is, toward us or from us, As the 
triple ring circles round the planet one 
edge approaches us, while the other ede 
is receding. Were the ring solid the 
outer margin should move faster than 
the inner margin, just as n point on the 
rim of a wheel moves faster than a point 
near the hub. But the spectroscope, in 
the hands of Professor Keeler, and more 
recently of Professor IKecler, of Vul- 
kowa, has shown that it is the inner 
margin which moves the faster, and this 
is precisely what ought to happen on the 
meteoritic theory, since a satellite moves 
faster the nearer it is to the body around 
which it circles. The difference in the 
rates of movement is about three miles 
a second, the inner margin circling at 
the rate of about thirteen miles a see 
ond, while the outer moves, at the slower 
rate of ten miles. 

Saturn now crosses the meridian at 
about 11 p. m. It appears as a star 
of the first magnitude of an orange yel- 
low color.

The proceedings of the Royal Society 
of London were not taken so seriously 
150 years ago as they are now. A sailor 
who had broken his keg was advised to 
rend to the Roywl Society an account of 
the remarkable manner in which he had 
healed the fracture. He did so. His story 
was that, having fractured his leg, by 
falling from the top of a mast, he had 
dressed it with nothing but tar and oax- 
um, which had proved so wonderfully 
eMcacious that in three days he was able 
to walk just as well as before the nc- 
cident. This remarkable story naturally 
caused some excitement among the men- 
bers of the society. No one had pre- 
viously suspected tar and onkum of pos 
sessing such miraculous healing powers, 
The society wrote for further particulars, 
and doubted, indead, whether the lee 
had been really ¢ractured. The truth 
of this part of the story, however, was 
proved beyond the shadow of a dotrbht. 
Several letters passed between the Royal 
Society and the hamble saHor, who con- 
tinned to assert most solemnly that his 
broken leg had been treated with tar and 
oakum, and with these two applications 
only. The society might have remained 
puzzled for an Indefinite period had not 
the honest satlor remarked, In a post- 
sript to hia last letter: 

"1 forgot to tell your honors that the

Her Majesty handed back a written 
reply to the address, thanking them for 
their loyal and kind expressions, and 
adding: 

“I gladly renew my association with 
a place which, as the scene of my birth 
and summons to the throne, has ever 
held and will have with me solemn and 
tender recollections,” 

Across the gates of Kensington Palace 
was o banner on which was inscribed 
“Home, Sweet Home.’ Her Majesty 
saw it-and seemed much affected, 

Her Majesty reached Buckingham sal- 
ace at 1.230 p.m., and at about 5 o'clock 
entered the grounds to be present at the 
garden party, for which 6000 invita- 
tions had been issued. Her Majesty 
Wis received with almost reverential 
grectings, and took up her position. to 
which she was wheeled on leaving the 
palace door, in front of the small tent 
near the luke, The gardens were bean- 
tifully arranged, the Queen's watermen 
were in bouts on the lake, the fountains 
were all playing, refreshment marqnees 
had been erected at convenient spots 
and three bands of music were in at- 
tendance. ‘The Queen received many of 
her guests in her tent, and there took 
leave of the special envoys of the for- 
eign powers and others who had 
attended the Jubilee ceremonies, The 
Queen returned to Windsor at 7 o'clock. 








LUNCHED WITH ROSEBERY, 





Sir Wilfrid Lauricr avd Other Colonta 
Premiers in Berkeley Square. 


Montreal, June 28.—A Star special ca- 
ble from London says: Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
fer and the Colonial Premiers Junched 
with Lord Rosebery in Berkeley Square 
to-day, Their reception by the ex-Prem- 
fer of Britain was most cordial, ‘This 
function assumes importance as another 
evidence of Lord Rosebery’s hankering 
after public life again, and a desire to 
take a full share in the development of 
the new Imperial policy, which is now 
enguging the earnest attention of Brit- 
ish stutesmen, 

The Canadian troops are sight-seeing 
to-duy. ‘l’o-morrow, the officers attend 
the Commander-in-Chief's' levee in White 
Hall. On Saturday every Canadian re- 
ceived a medal from the Prince of 
Wales. Everywhere the men and ofli- 
cers are being splendidly entertained 
with free entree to all theatres, music 
halls, etc. They speak with especial 
pride of the reception at Portsmouth, 
Saturday, by the Mayor, civic dignitar- 
jes, admiralty and the cheering crowds. 
The papers to-day pay particular atten- 
tion to the impression made on the Cana- 
dians by the naval review. They treat 
peel as the pivot of the new imper- 
mism, and hope Saturday’s gorgeous 
spectacle will induce them to join the 
Australasians and South Africans in tak- 
ing a first step towards the real feder- 
ation of the Empire, through the navy. 

The “Renown,” which was Admiral 
Salmon's flag ship at Saturday’s great 
pageant, takes its post on the North 
American station in the autumn, when 
Canadians will have a chance of repay- 
ing the British attentions,

Sergt.-Major Blaind Mustered Out After 60 
Years of Service. 

Among the Brigade Orders issued at the 
Darriofield Camp on Saturday, 26th inst., 
roferonce is made to certain non-commis- 
sioned officors and men as modically untit 
for duty, among whom we find the name 
of our old friend, Sergt.-Major Blaind, of 
the 49th Battalion, concerning which it 
may be stated that, this being the Jubilee 
yoar of Sergt.-Major Blaind’s (60 years of 
service), ho now rotires with great honor to 
himself and to the groat regret of his old 
comrades. ‘The record of Sorgt.-Major 
Blaind’s services is as follows—taken from 
Regimental Records : 

SEROT.-MAJOK WM, BLAIND, 

lst.—Joined first Hastings Regiment 
Dec. 18th, 1837, as “a Volunteer, and re- 
maine on duty till the following spring. 

2Qnd.—Joined Capt. Bonter's Artillery 
ony for six months, from Ist Noy., 
1838, til April, 1839, being regularly dis- 
charged as Corporal. 

Srd.- Re-enlisted for one year in Capt. 
Ritchey’s Company as Sergt,, April 28th, 
1839, At the expiration of the term of 
sorvice, rejoined under Capt. Ritchey as 
Sergt. in No. 4 Company, 4th Incorporat- 
ed Battalion, commanded by Col. Hill, a 
Waterloo officer, for 3 years, and did duty 
during that time at Kingston, Presqu’ Isle, 
Prescott and Cornwall, whero the Regi- 
ment was disbanded in April, 1843. AS 
made Sergt.-Major of the Ist Hastings 
under Lieut.-Col. Benjamin Dougall, and 
remained such till he joined the old Belle- 
ville Rifles pnder Capt. C. G. Levesconte. 

4th.—Transferred to the old Belleville 
Rifle Co. with the rank of Sergt. at the 
adoption of the new system as distinguish- 
ed from the sedentary, under Captain 
Leyesconte in the month of Noy., 1866. 
Was present with the Company when on 
frontier duty at Fort Malden, Amherst- 
burg, from Dec,, 1864, to May, 1865, and 
again at Aultsyille, St. Lawrence frontier, 
during the Fenian raid of 1866. He has 
attended all parades of the corps since its 
organization, and was appointed Sergt.- 
Major of the 49th Battalion June, 1873. 

Referring again to the Brigade Orders of 
Saturday under which he is retired, we 
may state that, in accordance with the de- 
sire of the O. O, and the Officers of the 
Regiment, Mr. Blaind continues in camp 
asthe guest of the 49th Officers’ Mess, 
where he will continue as a private gentle- 
man till the breaking up of the camp, thus, 
after siaty years of service, retiring with 
honors in which all concerned have a share.

One of tho 49.1 writes: ‘* We aro 
having very fine weather here. It was 
very hot the first two days, but since then 
we have had a nice breeze every day. We 
have got a nice quiet camp. ‘The men are 
working hard and doiag well.

REMARKABLE ESCALADING. 


By » Pyramid U, 8, Seldicrs Send «a Mas 
Overa 31-Foot Wall. 


A remarkable feat has just been ac 
complished by United States sobliers 
stationed at Fort Sheridan, Ul. An im- 
provised parapet thirty-one feet high 
was sciled by means of a pyramid of sol- 
diers. LHighteen of the heaviest and 
strongest of the men formed the base of 
the pyramid. Upon the shoulders of 
these etood ten men. Up climbed six 
men and stood on the shoulders of the 
ten, then four on the shoulders of the 
six, then three on the shoulders of the 
four, The huge pyramid swayed and 
rocked unsteadily, but it hung bravely 
together. Conld it have stood perfectly 
upright the upper man could have reach

ed the edge of the parapet. But this 
was of course impossible. 

To cap the pyramid and scale the wall 
was assigned to Corporal Leary, a lithe, 
athletic infantryman. Getting a swift 
ruaning start he chmbed like a cat uP 
ower the backs and shoulders of his fel- 
lows and finally, standing upon the 
shoulders of the three upper men, ke 
sprang upward and catching the edge of 
the parapet with his lingers in a few 
seconds drew himself up over the edge 
and into the stronghold of the imaginary 
enemy, The whole effert required just 
foor minutes, and it rst be re 
as a truly remarkable feat, breaking, as 
it did, the world’s previous best record 
for escalading by three feet. Corporal 
Leary hax been revommended for pre- 
motion. 

Escalading has long been recognieed 
as of great importance. The soldiers of 
the different armies of Hurope have been 
for many years drilled in this particular 
branch of the service, and some squads 
have become remarkably proficient. This 
feat of the soldiers of Fort Sheridan is 
certain to be followed by attempts clae- 
where all over the world to excel the 
record of thirty-one feet.

There are great preparations at the 
Actinolite mine, There has been two 
bees to get the road ready to the O.P.R. 
urack. At the last bee on Thursday, June 
17th, there wore 26 teams of horses at work 
on the road, besides nearly 100 men. Mr. 
Chisho!m, says when everything is com- 
plete there will be work for 200 men which 
will be quite a boum for Flinton, 


On June 9th, at the Actinolite mine they

shipped to Paris ; the weight of the stone 
was 4050 lbs. It required 2 men and 2 
teams 3 days to tako it to Tweed, and when 
it reaches Paris it will be worth $500.

; The Montreal Gazette has the following 
«Severe but pertinent comments on the 
Drummond County railway affair; ** There 
is a disposition, which one section of Mr. 
4 Tarte’s speech on Saturday seemed to indi- 
cate he was aware of, to regard the Drum- 
mond County deal, and whatever odium 
_ may come from it, as a personal affair of 
the Minister of Public Works. There aro 
many Liberals who plainly did not like

Indian Ship Aden Blown on to 
a Reef by a Monsoon. 


Heroic Efforta to Save Life by Means of 
Lifebouts, but the Boats Were Cap- 
sized One After Another Until the 
Last One, and That Drifted Oat of 
Sight With Its Occuparts-One by 

Washed 


Overboard Seventeen Days of Anxious 


One the Unfortunates Wore 


Waiting Before Rescue. 


Aden, June 29,—The Indian Govern- 
ment’s steamer Mayo, sent out in search 
of the missing steamer Aden, from Yo- 
kohama on April 28, via Colombo and 
Aden for London, which was last heard 
of when leaving Colombo on June 1 for 
this port, has returned here and reports 
that the Aden was totully lost off the 
Island of Socotra, at the eastern ex- 
tremity of Africa, during the morning of 
June 9. 

The Aden cufried 384 passengers from 
China and Japan. The captain of the 
wrecked steamer, some of her officers 
und crew and seven white passengers 
Were swept overboard and drowned very 
soon after she ran ashore. Wight lady 
passengers, nine children, two officers 
and a few of the Aden’s crew succeeded 
in getting uway from the wreck in a 
boat, but they have not been heard of 
since, and litle hope, owing to the bad 
weather which has since prevailed, is 
entertained of their safety. : 

The Mayo sayed ninerof the Aden’s 
passengers, three of the white members 
of the crew and 33 of the natives, who 
formed part of the steamer’s crew, Al 
these persons were rescued just as the 
Aden was breaking up. ‘The survivors 
of the wrecked steamer were brought 
to this port by the Mayo, aud are being 
cared for by the local authorities, 

In all, the drowned and missing in- 
clude 25 passengers, 20 European offi- 
cers and 33 natives of the Aden’s crew. 





TUE DETAILS TOLD, 





A Monsoon Struck the Vessel nad Drove 


Her on Rasradresa Keel, 

London, June 30.—A despatch to The 
Daily Mail from Aden, Arabia, says: 

“Two days after leaying Colombo, the 
Aden was struck by a seyere monsoop 
with squalls, violent and incessuot. 

“On June 9 the vessel struck upon the 
RKusradrasa reef, on the eastern coast of 
the Island of Socotra. It was soon 
scen that the steamer could not survive 
the shock and that the only chance for 
sufety lay in the boats, Life belts were 
distributed, distress signals given, and 
the boats on the lee side prepared for 
launching. Those on the weather side 
had already been washed away. 

“A life boat was lowered, only to be 
swept away immediately with three las- 
cars and the first officer, Mr, Oarden. 
The gig was despatched to the rescue, 
with Mr, Miller; the second officer, but, 
t the despaiy of all, both boats were 
rapidly swept away. 

“The only remaining Hfeboat was 
then lowered amid a scene of intense 
emotion. A ery of anguish broke from 
the Ups even of the men, when this half 
capsized, throwing the sailors and the 
stores Into the sea. After great efforts 
the boat was righted and the women 
and children were lowered into it, with 
the exception of Mesdames Gillett, 
Pearce and Strain, who heroleally de- 
clded to share the fate of their husbands 
and the Misses Lloyd and Welter, who 
remained on board. The boat, manned 
by « Buropean crew, left in a trement 
ous se a and drifted rapidly out of aight. 

“Vast waves still swept the wreck, 
und, one by one, men, women and chil- 
dren, grown too weak to withstand the 
repeated buffetings, were washed over- 
board in sight of those who were mo- 
mentarily expecting the same fate. 

ATL day the vietima were picked off 
one by one, until 5 o'clock in the atter- 
noon, when those who atill survived re- 
treated below in suspense. Day after 
(lay the desperate men kept a sharp 
lookout, but no vessel was sighted until 
the 18th, and even then the «istress 
alenal was not seen. On the 17th aud 


on the 20th other vessels were nighted, 


but the signals either were not seen or 
were ignored.

Thereupen Mr, Foster observed: ‘It 
won't spoil by keeping,” and Mr. Mu- 
lock gracefully gave way.

POWLEY PAID THE PENALTY. 


The Niagara Falls Man Who Murdered Mis 
Wife Some Months Ago Exccuted by 
Electricity at Auburn. 


Auburn, June 2¥,—They shocked Robert 
J. Powley's soul out of his body at Auburn 
at 11.16 o'clock this morning. 

The operation was expeditious and suc 


cessful. There was nothing sensational or 
oy | about It. The twenty odd men 
who sat like spectators at a play aud saw 
the man die, did not even grow pale, so 
commonplace seemed the affair. They say 
at the prison that this was one of the 
aid: successful clectrocutions they have 
ad. 

Just at 11 o'clock Warden Mead formed 
the witnesses in two lines in the long malo 
hall of the prison, with a burly guard at 
thelr bead, The men who came to see 
Powley dle marched through the corridors 
to the little whitewashed death chamber 
down in the depths of the prison, 

Electrician Davis wus there. Hé had a 
bank of incandescent lights across the arms 
of the chair. Just as the party entered 
the chamber he turned the clectricity, with 
& sudden fash, through the lights, and 
the room became intolcrably light. ‘There 
Were three rows of chairs for the specta- 
tors, The men sat down. Then the warden 
cautloned everybody to remain seated, no 
matter what happened, and the guards 
Went after Vowley, 

It was 10 minutes after 11 o'clock when 
the door leading to the corridor where the 
condemned men are kept swung open, War- 
den Mead watked In. Then came the Rey. 
C, N, Clement Brown of St. Jobn'x Episco- 
pal Church, In full vestments, reading from 
that beautiful passage of Scripture begin- 
ning: “I am the resurrection and the life,”" 

Powley walked close behind. He was 
pale, very pale, but he walked firmly and 
needed no support. In his right hund he 
held «& small sllyer crucifix. He walked to 
the side of the chair and stood looking 
curiously at the witnesses. lis eyes fell 
on District Attorney Hopkins of Ningarn 
County. Powley started, and stretched out 
the hand containing the crucifix. 





“Oan ninke a specch?'' he said, “I 
would like to say a few words.’ 
A guard took Powley by the arm and 


brought lim In front of the chair. 

“Mr. Hopkins,” sald Powley, "Mr. Hop- 
kins, you know all about my wife.” 

The guard pushed Powley down Into the

“you were prejudiced against me." 
Brown stopped reading and said, 

Warningly, “Robert, prepare your soul to 

mect your God." 

By this time Powley was In the chair and 
himost strapped. The electricians were fix-

ley’s fnce he sald very distinctly: “Mr, 


SOPRINE: I forgive you.” 

Then the hood was pulled over his mouth, 
but from behind it came muffled ejacula- 
tlons of, “Oh, God, have mercy on my 
soul,’ “Oh, God, forgive me for my sina.* 

Powloy called on his Maker continuously 
until the warden lifted his finger, the elee- 
triclan turned the switch and the electricity 
shot through his body. The body strained 
Ogalnst the straps, the hands chsped and 
unclasped, and after about 46 seconds the 
switch was turned off and the body fell 
back limply Inte the chair, 

There were four contacts. The first was 
mode at 11.16 o'clock, and at 11,28 o'clock 
the doctors sald the wife murderer was 
dead. As a matter of fact he Was. dead 
long before 11,28 o'clock. 

Brutal murderer that he was, it must be 
sald of Powley that he walked to his death 
unfilnchingly and Iike a “nan, 

On the night of March § jast, lo the Oit 
of Niagara Falls, Robert J. Powley commit- 
ted one of the most brutal and cold-blooded 
murders of which any account stands on 
the annala of erime in Western New York. 

On that night, incited by a mad desire for 
revenge for fancied wrongs, he smashed ta 
the door of the bedroom In which his wife 


lay sleeping, dragged her from the bed 
by her hbalr, and fired shot after shot Into 
her breast 


In the atrogele for life or death a lighted 
lamp was overturned. The lamp exploded, 
netting fre to the room In the confusion 
which followed the arrival of the Gremen 
the murderer escaped, but his liberty was 
of short duration, for after a hot chase 
the police caught him only two blocks nway 
from the scone of his crime. 

Some years ago Powley lived In Buffalo, 
where he worked for the New York Cen- 
tral Rallroad, During their life In that 
city he and his wife had frequent quarrela, 
and the couple finally separated, the woman 
going to the home of her father In the 
Went, After a time the two became recon- 
elled, and started housekecping In Niagara 
Falls, only to quarrel more bitterly than 
ever and to separate again, about Afteem
